LONDON AND COUNTY BANK, 


The annual meeting of shareholders was held, on Thursday, at the 
City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street,—Mr, Nicou in the chair, 

The advertisement calling the meeting having been read, 

Mr, CLAPPISON read the report and balance-sheet (which appears 


in our advertising columns), 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, observed 
that so few events of an interesting character had taken place during 
the six months now under consideration, that he might also be justified in at 
once proposing the adoption of the report just read, and the accompanying 
balance-sheet, but the proprietors had always been accustomed to hear from 
him some explanations of the progress made, and the present position of the 
bank. He was happy to say that In both those respects there was every reason 
for satisfaction and congratulation. He should, however, adhere to his usual 
custom, and endeavour, however imperfectly, to point out some of the most 
salient features in the report and balance-sheet. The great depression of trade, 
the stagnation in commercial circles, and the low rate of interest ruling at 
the Bank of England—which as a matter of course regulated the general opera- 
tions of private institutions of the country—would have prepared the share- 
holders for some diminution in the dividend on the present occasion. They 
would, of course, be aware that the bank rate having ruled at 2 per cent. for 
the greater portion, if not the whole, of the six months, this bank could not 
make such large profits as it had done previously. During the greater part of 
the year 1866 the average of ‘the Bank rate was 6 per cent., and at its close the 
directors of this bank were able to pay their shareholders 25 per cent. During 
the past year (1867) the Bank rate had ruled very low, and as a low rate of in- 
terest was—as the proprictors generally well know—inimical to banking ope- 
rations, he considered that not one of the shareholders would complain at re- 
celving a dividend at the rate of 20 per cent. for the past year. (Hear, hear.) 
Last year the capital of the bank was smaller than at present, and when at 
the last meeting it was proposed to increase its capital some were timid, and 
thought that the time was scarcely opportune for so large an increase, but the 
shareholders had impliclt confidence in the direction, and an addition to the 
capital was made, and hence the capital now stood at 925,428/., being an in- 
crease of the sum of 175,000/., as compared with that of the previous year. 
The reserve fund stood at 500,0001., but as instalments not yet due, amounting 
to 74,572/., remained unpaid, the nett amount of that fund was 425,4281,. So 
that, in spite of the doubts of a few, the right course was taken ; and as an evl- 
dence of the strength of the proprietary of the bank, but a small item of the 
amount then called upremained unpaid. (Cheers.) Much had been paid up in 
advance, for only two calls had been made out of the five, many shareholders 
having preferred to pay in anticipation, a fact which spoke volumes for the sta- 
bility of the Institution, and the ability of the shareholders to meet the engage- 
ments entered into on their behalf. At the present moment the bank was in 
a very strong position, for the paid-up capital and the reserve fund of the 
company together amounted to no less a sum than 1,349,856, (Lear, hear.) 
This had put the bank In a sound positionfas regarded{the public ; and, as acon- 
sequence, there had been an lperease In the balance due tocustomers, but not so 
large an increase as he imagined would have taken place If trade and commerce 
had been less stagnant, and the Bank rate somewhat h'gher., The gross profits 
for the six months under review amounted, after making ample provision for 
bad and doubtful debts, and inclusive of a balance of 70811. brought forward 
from last account, to 234,054/., a diminution as compared with the previous year ; 
but the diminution was accounted for by the state of trade and the depression 
in commercial affairs generally, so that the board had every reason for hoping 
that the bank would be able to make a better show at the close of the current 
half-year, (Loud cheers.) As a set-off to that, the bank had cash on hand at 
the head office and branches amounting to1,979,418/., and the cash placed at call 
and notice, covered by securities, amounted to 1,831,172, together making 
$,310,172/., a8 against 2,501,439/. last year, showing an increase of 809,0001., so 
that there was ample provision In Government and guaranteed stocks, readily 
convertible at any moment when better or more profitable employment for money 
offered. ‘The discounted bills amounted to $,979,541L, which, when he told them 
the bank had only been able to get_14%4 per cent. for the best bills offered to the 
bank, he hoped would be considered a satisfe ctory item, as showing the business 
was conducted upon safe principles, The freehold premises had Increased some- 
what, standing at 218,5282., the Increased charge beng for the sum pald to 
Mossrs, Salt for the premises adjoining the bank In Lombard-street, which had 
been converted to the use of the bank, and had been found of yreat utillty and 
convenience in transacting the growing business, and the Increased accommo- 
dation at the branches In Oxford and Cambridge and other places, all of which 
were needed for condueting the business, The salaries and ordinary expenses 
were somewhat smaller than forlast year, (Ilear, hear.) The number of share- 
holders had tnereased considerably, being 200 more than when they last met. 
‘The board deeply regretted the retirement of their valuable colleague, Mr. Coles 
Child, whose failing health compelled him to take that step. He had always de- 
voted his beat energies to promoting the success of the Institution, but asa coun- 
terpoise the board had elected Mr, Frederick Francis, whom the shareholders 
unanimously chose as the auditor to fill the post thus vacated. He concluded 
by moving the adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. JONES briefly seconded the motion, and it was put and carried without 
discussion, The retiring directors—Messrs. Hugh Culling Eardley Childers, 
M.P., Phillip Patton Blyth, and Edward Willlam Terreck Hamilton, M.P., were 
then severally proposed and re-elected, as were also the auditors, Messrs. Wm. 
Norman and R. H. Swatne, each of whom severally returned thanks, 

Mr. DUFFIELD, of Chelmsford, proposed, in very flattering terms, that Mr. 
Yhompson be elected an auditor ofthebank. That gentleman was the manager 
of another institution, and, having been an officer of this bank, brought not only 
a knowledgeof accounts, but Just that kind of knowledge which would be most 
serviceable. ? 

The motion having been seconded, was unanimously adopted. 

The usual volosof thanks were then accorded to the directors and auditors. 

Mr. McKEWAN, in responding to a unanimous vote of thanks accorded to him- 
self as gencral manager, the secretary, and staff, thanked the proprietors for the 
compliment pald, assuring them that if anything could that would prove an 
additional ineentive to Increased exertion on thelr part. He also took occasion 
to revert to what had been called the 10 o’clock movement, remarking that at 
a meeting held yesterday, at the London and Westminster Bank, of the repre- 
sentatives of joint-stock banks, the subject was very fully gone into and dis- 
cussed, and a very unanimous conclusion was arrived at not to recommend the 
proposed alteration to the directors. His own opinion quite coincided with that 
eonelusion, aa he considered if the movemené had began at the other end—that 
was to say, to close at half-past three Instead offfour—it would have been much 
better, The busiest hour of the day was that immediately preceding the closing 
of the banks, and there were many arrears of the day’s work to be gathered up 
and completed after the public left, so that closing one half-hour carller would 
be a real advantage, enabling many to leave earlier, and get through the arrears 
quicker. But opening an hour later would not be the great boon which had 
been ade to appear to the many employed in joint-stock banks, 

Votes of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 





COMPANY OF THE ROYAL COPPER MINES OF COBRE, 


The adjourned general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
company’s oflices, Gresham House, on Thursday, 
Mr, CHARLES PASCOE GLYN in the chair. 
The notice commencing the meeting having been read, and the 
report (which appeared in last week's Journal) was taken as read, 
The CHAIRMAN said he did not propose to detain the meeting by 
any lengthened remarks, but, before moving its adoption, he might 
mention that Mr. Clemes had drawn up his report upon the property, which 
afforded shareholders data upon which to form an opinion as to the course to 
be adopted for the future. As to their sult with the railway company, one impor- 
tant poiné had been gained, although the Spanish law was extremely intricate 
and tedlous—that point was the confirmation of the decree obtained in favour 
of the Cobre Company in 1863, Unfortunately, however, their opponents had 
the power of appeal against that confirmation, The present position of affairs 
waa this—the Cobre Company considered the railway company had been charg- 
ing a great deal too much for transport, and the more especially when it was 
found that other people had been paying less. It was, however, possible that 
the railway company would in future carry the ores of theCobre Company at a 
uniform rate of $1 per ton—a tariff the directors considered fair and equitable. 
The Cobre Company had a claim upon the railway company for excess of rates 
paid since the decree of 1863, amounting to 18,0001., and the directors had in- 
atrueted Mr. Ferrer, their agent at Cuba, to obtain the return of this amount, 
and at the same time directed him to accept half the amount in Hquidation of 
the claim, provided that henceforth they would convey the ore at a rate of 34 
per ton. The CobrejCompany had refused to pay the railway company anything 
at all until the various claims had been adjusted, and as their determination 
wold be made known on Jan. 15, some information on the subject would pro- 
bably be received by the forthcoming mail, If the determination of the railway 
company was to refuse to carry the ore and stores, then the board would have 
to consider the course to be adopted. Taking the rate at $4 per ton, the Cobre 
Company owed the railway company something like 10,000/. As already stated, 
they proposed to take off 50 per cent. of the amount of theirclaim upon the rall- 
way company, Whieh would amount to 90001, They proposed to pay that as 
foliows :—Half they owed they would accept in payment, and lquidate the re- 
maining by paying $2 per fon for ecarrlage, There was also an amount due to 
the Cobre Company for over-paid duties, which claim they proposed to hand 
over to the railway company—then they would have to pay the railway com- 
pany the sum of 30007, He thought the shareholders might safely consider the 
ficures in the balanee-sheet would be borne out Ly results—that is, taking the 
esc imated produce of the ore yet to be sold at 13s. 6d. pew unit, which was a little 
below the present priee. As to the ligbilities, he might mention that the item 
of 14,0001. standing againat the company included the 10,0001, that was owing 
the railway company for payment of carriage, and also an item for coals. As 
to the assets, he was glad to be in a position to state that the arrears of call 
had been considerably diminished, and that the calls upon the shares of a de- 
ceased sharcholder—about which so much diseyssion had taken place—had also 
been paid. (lear, heay.) He might also state that, if the railyay company 
paid the amount due from them, and the arrears of calls were paid yp, the com- 
pany would be free from iabiiity. (Hear.) During the past year the mine had 
worked at a loss of 49001, but the prefit on the agency of the ores consigned to 
Swansea—in other words, from the compaxzy acting as wharfingers—had brought 
thisloss down to 10007, He eeneluded by moving the adoption of the report and 
accouute, ——Mr. WILLIAMS seconded the proposition. 


The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question stated that the shares of the deceased 


shareholder alveady referred to had heey trgnsferred into other names, with 
whieh the directors were perfectly satisfied, 
The report and balauge-sheet were unanimously adopted, The reportof Mr. 
Slemes was then read. 
The CHAIRMA® said the directors proposed, with the permisston of the mect- 
ing, to moye an adjournment for a week, with the view of affording the share- 


opinion thereon. He hoped by Monday that a copy of the report: would be in 
the hands of each shareholder. 
Sir G. HODGKINSON quite agreed with the suggestion that an adjournment 
should take place, for a property which had returned to its shareholders divi- 
dends amounting to 1,000,0007. sterling, should not be dealt with in any precipi- 
tate way. (Hear, hear.) He did not think, however, that a week would give 
the shareholders sufficient time to fully consider Mr. Clemes’s report, and arrive 
ata conclusion thereon. He was speaking for others, who were not as aware of the 
value and resources of the mine as he was, having been for some years con- 
nected with the company. 

There was nodoubt they had 
all arrived at but oneconclusion—that the property must not be allowed to pass 
into other hands; and, therefore, an adjournment for a week would be suf- 
ficlent.——The CHAIRMAN said the board were entirely in the hands of the 
shareholders as to the date of adjournment. He might mention that the board 
were extremely satisfied with everything Mr. Clemes had done for the company, 
and their only wish was that he had been at the mines many years before. 
Mr. HEDGECOCK asked if the directors were prepared to advise any particular 
course ?——The CHAIRMAN sald that at the adjourned meeting they would be 
prepared to announce their views as to what course they would recommend. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman, 
An adjournment for a fortnight was agreed upon. The meeting then separated. 


LUCY PHILLIPS GOLD AND SILVER MINING COMPANY, 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the 
company, Ethelburga-house, Bishopsgate, on Monday, 
Mr. W. L. WEBB in the chair. 

Mr, CoURTENAY CLARKE (the secretary) read the notice conven- 
ing the meeting. The report of the directors (which appeared in last 
week's Journal) was taken as read, 
The CHAIRMAN said, at the general meeting, held in November, it 
was expected by this time the mine would bein full operation, but it 
was only fair to Capt. Henry James to state that he did not then share 
in that anticipation ; his opinion was that too much time had been lost in the be- 
ginning through not providing the required credits, and that winter would set 
in before the machinery could be got ready. The cause of the delay was fully 
explained at the last meeting, and the result showed that Capt. James was cor- 
rect. He was not, however, inclined to consider the delay altogether a misfor- 
tune, for hy it at least two advantages had been gained. The first was that the 
financialagent, Mr. Wills, in conjunction and with theassistance of Mr. Graham, 
had been enabled to secure the delivery under contract of all the machinery on 
the mine by the middle of June, at haif the price they would have had to pay if 
they had forced it forward last year, the aggregate saving being more than 10001; 
the second advantage was that their energetic manager, Mr. Graham (although 
having many private matters to attend to), determined to avail himself of the 
interval between fall and spring to come to England to see theshareholders and 
directors, and to afford them such information as none but one who knew the 
property could give. No amount of letter writing could convey, nor by a few 
days’ residenge upon the mine could such facts be collected asa board of directors 
should receive to enable them to conduct with success an undertaking of this 
character, and he thought Mr. Graham had done a great service to the com- 
pany in coming to England, so that he might give them viva voce his opinion of 
the value of the mine, and his plans for itsenergetic and economic development. 
(Hear, hear.) But he (the Chairman) must not omit to state that Mr. Graham 
was one of the pioneers of gold and silver mining in the district of Idaho, and 
that he was the largest shareholder (being one of the vendors) in the company 
—his interest, therefore, was that of the success of the undertaking; and as he 
was interested in several other properties, all more or less depending upon the 
proceedings of the Lucy Phillips Company, they might rest assurred that Mr. 
Graham would leave no stone unturned to make this company asuccess. (Hear, 
hear.) . Circumstances had prevented the directors yet having had an opportu- 
nity of entering fully into every matter of detail with Mr. Graham, but during 
the present and succeeding week—for at the end of the latter he would return 
to America—the directors hoped to be able to obtain all the data they required. 
He might, however, in anticipation of any questions the meeting might wish to 
put to Mr. Graham, give them a general summary of his verbal report. He found 
that since Capt. James left the mine, about eight months since, there had been 
two men engaged in driving upon the width (rot the length) of the lode referred 
to in Capt. James’s report of May 29. The drivage had been continued 5 feet, 
at which point the north wall was struck, Mr. Graham states that he then 
drove south about 38 ft., but had not reached the hanging wall—taken in a dil- 
rect line, he had (as nearly as he could estimate) driven from 73 to 74 ft. through 
the ledge without any Indication of the south wall. Therefore, Mr. Graham's 
statement at the beginning, that the lode would be found nearer 100 than 40 ft. 
wide, was correct. Mr. Graham had further informed them that, with the excep- 
tion of 11 ft., the quartz was of the same character as when Capt. James was at the 
mine; the last 11 ft. consisted of black sulphurets, which Mr. Graham knew from 
experience to be extremely rich for gold and silver. Mr.Graham believed the mine 
will yleld an average at least equal to the assay of the samples brought home 
by Capt. James, of 11 ozs. of gold and 550 ozs. of silver per ton of ore, and that 
the ore from the 11 ft. (above referred to) would be far richer, and he believed 
that the mine would prove of immense depth, but could not say positively until 
the water level was reached. That, however, was of no consequence to the pre- 
sent shareholders, as with the present machinery they could not work down to 
the water level in 100 years. He hoped ina year from this time to prove to the 
shareholders that it was their interest to erect five times the amount of the pre- 
sent machinery. Labour was plentiful and cheap, and many acres of land, 
covered with valuable wood, had been secured, which would provide fuel free of 
charge to the company. Mr. Graham knew only one mine equal in size to the 
Lucy Phillips, and that was on the Comstock lode. Mr. Graham expects to find the 
value of the mine increase in depth, and to extract 90 per cent. of the gold and 
75 per cent. of the silver ; he advises the shareholders to have a little patience, for 
the next time he came to England he should not be afraid to meet them. (Hear.) 
The ore (continued the Chairman) brought home by Capt. James, and taken in 
the presence of Mr. Graham, had given a result by assay which the latter gentle- 
man never expected. Mr. Graham's opinion was that Capt. James, if he made 
a selection at all, took from what appeared to him to be the poorest and not the 
richest part of the quartz, and he was not at all prepared to find it contained 
so large a percentage of gold andsilver. For his (the Chairman's) own part, he 
could not help saying he wished the assays had not been so good by a great deal, 
because it was likely to give rise to false expectations, for they could not expect 
any quartz lode to be throughout so rich as the assays would indicate, but he 
was bound to state the facts as they stood. The ores brought over by Captain 
James had been very severely tried, and he saw a gentleman in the room who, 
he fancied, was at one time very sceptical as to the value of these ores, but he 
thought he was now prepared to tell the shareholders that he could produce proof 
positive, in the shape of gold and silver brooches, that although gold and silver 
could not be discovered in the ore by the naked eye, yet that It existed, and that 
to as large an extent as Messrs. Johnson and Matthey stated. By the micro- 
scope, however, the metals were visible. He (the Chairman) gathered from Mr. 
Graham that by the middle of September we should have the machinery erected, 
and one month's work done, so that they might hope by the middle or end of 
October to be in possession of the result of one month's work. They had not yet 
becn able to go into figures very closely with Mr. Graham, but so far as they had 
gone they gathered that they should have to provide about 40007. more. The 
call, therefore, of 11. per share upon the 4000 shares—the total of the uncalled 
capital, making the amount 5. per share, added to the balance in hand and the 
amount to be received—would, they believed, be considered sufficient to render 
it unnecessary to raise frvvther capital. It might, however, be as well to state 
that the policy of the directors was to take care not to allow any credits to exist 
against the company, and the agents had been instructed to take care and ad- 
vise fully and in anticipation at all times any sums they might require, so that 
proper provision might be duly made, The aim of the directors was to make the 
capital at thelr command suffice till they knew what the mine would do, and 
for this reason they had not asked the shareholders to name any sum for their 
remuneration, prefering to leave that entirely to the shareholders when they 
met to declare a dividend, which he hoped would be at the next annual meeting. 
(Hear, hear.) He thought a stronger proof cou!d not be adduced of their con- 
fidence in the undertaking. He had interested himself in this company because 
he had full confidence in it, and because he fully believed in Capt. James’s re- 
port upon the property. Looking at the computed value of the mine, and its 
great distance from this country, the directors thought that, taking into con- 
sideration the vicissitudes of life, a third person, holding the position of re- 
presentative of the board, and qualified to act in the capacity of manager or 
cashier, or both, should be appointed to go out and reside on the mine, so that 
in any eventuality the interest of the company might not suffer. A properly 
qualified individual had expressed a willingness, and to be ready to start at a 
week’s notice, if the board should determine to appoint him, but upon this point 
they would like to have the opinion of the meeting toguidethem. (Hear, hear.) 
Since the issue of the report one of the directors had resigned, and the board re- 
commended Dr, Edward Bishop to fill the vacancy. He had much pleasure in 
stating that he believed Dr. Bishop would be a great acquisition to the board, 
as he was a thorough man of business, and every way calculated to be of service 
to the company, and to assist the board in their labours. He would now move 
the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, after which he would introduce 
Mr. Graham to the meeting. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. REMINGTON had much pleasure in seconding the proposition. 

Mr. GETHING (the company’s solicitor), in reply to a question as to the com- 
pany’s tenure of the mine, stated that it was held in fee in perpetuity, and with- 
out royalty. The working of it came under the mining laws of the district— 
those laws, indeed, which the miners themselves made, and which Congress ac- 
knowledged. By an observance of those rules and regulations the property could 
be held for any length of time. He further stated that an Act was passed in 
July, 1866, whereby the genera] laws for local mining regulations were consoli- 
dated. So that there was no liability of losing it in the event of any temporary 
suspension of operations. 

Mr. GRAHAM, replying to questions from different shareholders, stated that 
labour was cheap and abundant. The roads were good, and easily traversed in 
summer. As to the quantity of mineral one miner could throw down, it might 
be safely calculated that it would be sufficient to keep the 20 stamps fully at 
work night and day. When he said one miner, he meant that one would be 
employed in driving and one in wheeling. There was no risk in transmitting 
the bullion from the mines, for it was insured by the carrier for a very small 
percentage. 

The CHAIRMAN thought the fact should not be kept from the shareholders, and 
the more especially as Mr. Graham had conveyed it tothe board, that since Capt. 
James left the mine, and while continuing the drivage to ascertain the width 
of the lode, 11 ft. of ore had been cut through, consisting of black sulphurets, 
which were very rich both for gold and silver, 

Mr. GRAUWAM atated that the old Cornish stamps were proved to be the most 
effective means for crashing the quartz, as it was necessary to reduce it as fine 
as flour. Several new-fashioned crushers had beén used in Calorado, but they 
proved to be praetically useless. The machinery that would be supplied to the 
Lucy Phillips Mine would be the same as that generally adopted In the sucvess- 
ful gold and silver mines in California. 

Mr. GAUAM said that he proposed remitting bullion every month, and pro- 
bably thé bést way would be to forward it to Portland, where there wasa branch 
establishment of the Bank of Columbia.

The report of the directors stated that the works at the Ursera 
Mine have been pursued as closely as possible on the scale proposed at the time 
of the last annual meeting, but the expectation entertained by the agents of the 
mines, that anamount of profit equal to 20007, would be made, has been entirely 
defeated ; not, it should be observed, from the quantity of ore raised falling short 
of what was estimated, or of an excess of the costs of working over the amount 
calculated on, but in consequence of its having been found impossible by the 
means employed (the ordinary water dressing), to obtain from the ore raised moro 
than a comparatively small proportion of its silver content. The investigations 
made on the occasion of the visit of one of the managers, Mr. Richard Taylor 
to the mines in the month of September last, made it appear that the process of 
dressing by water was quite unsuitable to this peculiar mineral, and he directed 
that a series of very careful trials as to the results obtained in the different 
stages of dressing should at once be made. At his suggestion also it was deter. 
mined to send a small quantity of the stuff as extracted from the mines to some 
amalgamation works in Spain, in order that the experiment might be there 
tried whether it could be more advantageously treated by the amalgamation 
process. The directors have recently received a report from the manager at 
those works which leads them to believe that nearly the whole of the silver con. 
tained in the Ursera ores can be extracted by the barrel process of amalgamation 
It is calculated that there is now on the surface at the mines, actually raised, 
a stock of ore stuff containing about 7500 ounces of silver, Which the manager ¢ 3. 
timates would nearly pay to incur the cost of erecting amalgamation works if 
only to return the stuff broken, and without taking into aceount the bye pro- 
ducts at the laverles, and the ore ground discovered in the mine. It is esti- 
mated that the silver which lies in the slimes and sands amounts to 367 kilo. 
grammes, say 11,400 ounces, 
As regards the present condition of the Ursera Mine, and the prospects afforded 
by theappearance of the workings of future returns of ore, the discovertes during 
the past year have been about equal to the ralsings, and there are several points 
which give encouragement for explorations to be made, should the company’s 
position enable the expense to be incurred, The quantity of ore ground alread 
discovered and laid open is computed to be sufficient to maintain for two vent 
a return of ore containing 15,500 ounces of silver. ails 

The ore forwarded from the mine up to Dec. 31 amounted to about 65 a! 
the sum of 17351. 2s. 2d. has been credited as its nett value.  crapdiotbeener _ 
not sufficient to pay the working costs by 1567/7. 4s., which is the balance of cx. 
penditure at this mine, Against this there is the stock of silver in the ores and 
slimes before referred to, but of which no reliable valuation can at present he 
made. At the Tospino Mine the operations have been sadly interfered with by 
the extreme rigour of the climate. The open scason last year proved so excep- 
tionally short that there were only about three and a-half working months 
although from the information furnished to them at the outset of the undertaking 
they had reckoned upon being able to continue operations there for eight months 
of each year. The working costs at Tospino, from Oct. 1, 1866, to Dec, 31, 1867 
has been 14191, 6s. 8d., against which the sum of 635/, 4s. 5d. has been placed for 
49 tons of lead ore sold, leaving a balance of expenditure of 7841, 2s, 3d., besides 
the proportion of general expenses ; against which there is a large quantity of 
stuff at the surface of the mines and inthe stopes. The company’s liabilities 
amounted to the sum of 85621. 11s, 2d. on Dee, 31, to meet which'there were assets 
consisting of cash and ore available to the amount of 17801. 0s. 8d., besides the 
sum of 6171. 14s. due for calls, it 

The CHAIRMAN said that at the last mecting the directors were led 
to express a hope that the initiatory part of the work was almost at 
an end, and that they would very soon commence reaping some results of their 
labour. The mine agents estimated that only about 10002. remained to be ex- 
pended upon the works of construction, and if they were voted the sum neces- 
sary to carry on the works upon the scale they proposed that the Ursera Mino 
would yield a profit, during the year, of about 2u00l., and the Tospino Mine 
more than 16001. ; and a reference to the accounts would show that the general 
expenses over a period of 15 months had been 21401, Upon the statement made 
at the last meeting, the directors were authorised to make a call of 17. per share 
which should have brought a sum of 60001. ; but, in consequence of the default 
of some shareholders, a little over 5300/. had been received. The directors had, 
however, made that amount last over a period of 15 instead of 12 months, as 
during that period ores have been produced which realised 23701. As tothe Ursera 
Mine, that had yielded the quantity of ore the agents had estimated, but when 
raised it had not ylelded the results computed, That had arisen in this way— 
when the ore was washed and dressed the silver it was found had disappeared to 
the extent of no less than 62 per cent., passing away into the slimesand sands, In 
point of fact, it had passed away with the earthy portion of the ore, instead 
of being left behind with the heavy and metalliferous portions; instead of the 
silver alloying with the copper, they formed apparently two distinct salts, one of 
copper and the other of silver. Therefore, it became indisputably evident that 
the ordinary process of washing was altogether inapplicable to this eharacter 
of ore, and that the only process practically avajlable was that known as the 
amalgamation process, which would require some expenditure to erect the ap- 
paratus. The formation was found to be altogether different from that sup- 
posed, but it was estimated that the amount of silver stuff already raised would 
be sufficient to pay for the expense incurred in the ercction of the works, while 
as compared with the water process, an immense saving would be effected The 
silver in the slimes and sands was valued at 2800/., and the computed cost of 
erecting the amalgamation works ‘was 1000/. to 12001. Under these eireum- 
stances, the impression of the board was that these works shoulé be érected 
although they were most anxious to be guided by the wishes of the shareholders. 
The directors held a considerable interest in the undertaking, and therefore 
their interest was that of the proprietary; and whatever course the majority 
decided to adopt the directors would endorse, As to the Tospino Mine, there 
also they had some unfavourable circumstances. Last year, when the agents 
found the ore, they calculated that 20 tons of stuff, when washed, would yield 
1 ton of ore, upon which they estimated a profit would be realised; but they 
found during the year that 37 tons of stuff were required to yleld 1 ton of washed 
ore. They had had, also, a much shorter working period than expected, from 
the fact that the Tospino Mine was higher up the mountain. It was caleulated 
they would have eight working months, whereas they hnd only three and a half 
months ; but the last two years were represented as except ional in their severit y. 
The Messrs, Taylor, who ought to be competent judges of mining praperty, had 
taken and kept a very large interest in the mine; and there was no ¢ oubt that 
the indications presented were of the most alluring character, Everyone was 
disappointed that the ore at Ursera did not go so deep as calculated upon, and 
also that the Tospino Mine could be worked but for so short a period duriy 
the year; and the question now was as to the best course to adopt for the futur 
which the shareholders must decide, He moved that the report and balaner 
sheet be received and adopted.——Mr. ORRED seconded the proposition.

Ile 
had obtained the opinion of a practical minerglogist upon the desirability 
of erecting amalgamation works, and it was te the effect that an inexpensive 
amalgamating establishment should be erected, provided the ore contained the 
large percentage of silver referred tq in the report. ——Mr. RICHARD TAYLOB 
stated that a large proportion of the ore was found to contain a separate salt 
of silver, which washed away. The fact was that up to the present time ‘tha 
aperations had been nothing more than a series of experiments. He might 
however, mention that some of the ore had been sent ta tue amalgamation works 
in Spain, where it had been found the silver could be successfully extracted. 
If the shareholders should determine to erect small works at the mines the out- 
lay would be comparatively tylyial; but after all it must he distinetly under: 
stood that the result would be experimental, although weli deserving a trial upon 
asmallsoale. He further stated that but little had been done at Anna Rosa. 

Mr. FRANCIS wished toknow what had beon done at Anna Rosa ?—The Cn ath 
MAN said that the last paragraph in the agent’s report referred to that mine 
which stated that—‘* We went, early in thesummer, to Anna Rosa and made a 
beginning to work on the argentiferous copper lode there jg there but after 
having doue a little, and examined the ground along tho autc rops, we hesitate a 
going to any more expense, for, though the lode sontains a certain quantity of 
rich ore, appearances do not seem to us ta he at ail tempting: and besides that, 
there isa great disadyantage af the situation being, as it is, at "an elevation 
greater eyen than that of Tosping. This summer thesnow has not left the place.”’

VANCOUVER COAL MINING COMPANY. 

Anordinary general meeting of shareholders was held atthe London 
Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Tuesday, ; 

Hon. C. W. W. FrrzwituiAM, M.P., in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the report of 
directors (which appeared in last week’s Journal) was taken as read. 

The report of Mr. John Wild stated that the coal deposit about 
Nanaimo is of the eretaceous age and of a very disturbed nature, as shown be- 
low by the numerous faults encountered, and on surface by the contortions of 
the sedimentary stratified rocks. It is, therefore, all the more necessary to at- 
tempt discoveries, and a bore is now being sunk upon the property about two miles 
inland further thanthe Douglas Pit. The position was selected by Mr. Bryden, 
the coal viewer, and if successful will reveal an independent bed of the Newcastle 
seam, which may he roughly estimated as over 300 acres in extent. The depth 
arrived at is now 37 fms.,and in 8 fms. more coal should be cutif it exists, when 
he advised that it be followed by two other bores, to be sunk in different parts 
of thesame field. The section of the Newcastle seam which underlies the Douglas, 
as that is called which constitutes the present mine, was not found by the last 
bore sunk to cut it, but it is hoped that it may be got at by back mining from 
the wall of an extraordinary slip, over which the Douglas seam has been abruptly 
pitched. There can be no doubt of the existence of extensive coal beds on the 
estate, nor of the value of the property being very materially enhanced by a 
proved acquaintance with them, even if there should never arrive a necessity 
for the present company to open them up. He, therefore, urgently recommends 
that the boring rods be never let idle for some time tocome, The accounts of 
the three months since June 30, when the new measures first had effect, showed 
an improvement, which he was confident the next balance-sheet will corroborate, 
both in the costs of raising and in the sales of coal, and in the report at the 
next meeting he anticipates the shareholders will be congratulated in having 
won, as it were, on this double event. Economy in every branch of the service, 
and vigorous endeavours to procure custom, will continue to be the aim of the 
present management, but great and satisfactory results, such as the property 
justifies the expectation of, can only be realised, he believed, by a much larger 
development, for which there is every scope, and a necessity rather than an in- 
ducement—an increased output being the only reliable way of fetching down 
the costs, which is the chief thing necessary for securing a perpetual and profit- 
able sale. Not until the coal at Nanaimo can be put on board ship with profit 
to the proprietors, at $5°50 to $4 per ton, will the mine have command of the 
market, aud the output must be more than doubled before that figure will give 
the return of profit wished. It is possible to do this in two years time by in- 
creased workings, but he apprehended that a larger expenditure will be required 
to make the possibility a reality. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the report and balance-sheet.——Mr. 
GALSWORTHY seconded the motion. 

After some unimportant discussion,the report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. SELBY, seconded by Major GORDON, a dividend 
of 3s. 6d. per share was declared. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and directors, and also to Mr. 
Wild. The meeting then separated. 

SOUTH CONDURROW MINING COMPANY, 

A general meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s offices, 
Austinfriars, on Thursday,—Mr, J. A. BUCKLAND in the chair. 

Mr. EK, Kina (the secretary) having read the notice convening the 
meeting, the minutes of the last were read and confirmed, The 
agents’ report was read as follows :— 

Feb, 3.—King’s shaft has been sunk to the 82 fathom level, and the said level 
driven 6'4 fms, east and 6!4 fms. west through a lode varying from 3 to 4 fect 
in width, composed principally of friable quartz, accompanied by iron, but 
having less of the latter than in the levels above ; containing also native cop- 
per, and black and grey copper ore occasionally. We consider the appearance 
and character of the lode highly favourable in this level, showing a great pro- 
bability of its becoming a rich copper lode—a change which may either be met 
with in extending this level or sinking below it ; the lode is at present exceed- 
ingly soft, so that a great deal of ground may be opened through in a short 
time. The 71 fm. level east has been driven 144% fms. from King’s shaft, and 
6 fms. east from the cross-course ; the lode in the end is 6 inches wide, and un- 
productive. In the 71 fm. level west, 24 fms. from King’s shaft, we are driving 
a cross-cut south, with the object of intersecting the tin part of the lode, now 
being worked in the level above; we have got in about 5 ft., and are passing 
through hard granite, without having yet met with any part of the lode. In 
the 61 fm. level cross-cut north, east of King’s shaft, we have been passing 
through a very hard channel of hornblende rock, and our progress has conse- 
quently been very slow, but we have now got into granite, which is much easier 
for driving through, and we are within a short distance, say 5 or 6 fms., of the 
middle lode. In the 61 fm. level west we have, by cross-cutting south in the 
25 fm. level, west of King’s shaft, cut through the lode to the extent of 17 feet, 
which we find composed of large branches of hard tin capel, intermixed with 
granite, and producing tinstone worth about 11. per ton. To afford ventilation 
and open this ground properly for being stoped advantageously, a winze has 
been sunk from the 51 fm. level, and we are now stoping away the lode at 
5s. 6d. per ton. ‘There being tin capel carrying tin still continuing south, and 
having now ample ventilation, we are again driving the cross-cut in that direc- 
tion to prove the extent of this extraordinary formation, which is so, totally 
different in character from anything we have observed in connection with this 
lode in the levels above. The 61 fm. level has been driven 4 fms. west of the 
cross-cut in the central part of the lode, carrying about 4 ft. of it, which pro- 
duces tin worth about 5l. per fathom. Old Tye shaft has been sunk to the 
51 fm, level, and skip-road placed in the same, and we shall now resume the 
driving of the 51 fm. level east from the said shaft, where the lode is 2 ft. wide, 
composed principally of quartz, with a little black and grey copper ore, having 
altogether an improving appearance, which induces us to hope that by pushing 
on this level, for which we have now every facility, we may make a discovery of 
value in our eastern ground. The 51 fm. level, west of King’s shaft, has been 
driven to within 3 ft. of being under Vivian’s shaft, and since the last meeting 
of shareholders has passed through a bunch of copper ore about 2 fms. in length, 
worth about 102. per fathom, which remains unwrought in the back and bottom 
of the level. In the present end of this level the lode is small and unproduc- 
tive. Vivian’s shaft has been sunk 8 fms. below the 40 fm. level, and will soon 
be communicated to the 51 fm. level. The continuing of the last-named level 
westward from Vivian’s shaft will afford a good trial to the western ground.

We have an eight-head 
stamping mil!, by which from tinstone of the quality which we have thus far 
broken we think we may be able to return 3 tons of tin per month, whilst the 
full stream of water continues. We cannot see from present appearances, and 
in the absence of discoveries, that we can calculate on the credit for the next 
meeting being more than from 700/. t0 8007. We are sanguine, however, as to 
the prospects of the mine, and consider that the great change in the size and 
character of the lode in the 61 fm. level west, where we have the tin, and the 
highly promising appearance of the lode at the 82 fm. level, augur well for our 
making discoveries which may bring the mine into a profitable state.—J, VIVIAN

OAPT. KITTO’S REPORT. 

Jan. 31.—Since the last half-yearly meeting, held July 3, 1867, the operations 
then recommended to be continued for the further development of the old mine, 
together wilh the driving of the deep adit level towards the New Hill sett, have 
been carried on with all possible speed, and the former, I am pleased to be able 
to state, has been attended with the result anticipated, and which,in my opinion, 
may safely be regarded as being very satisfactory. The 164 yard level hasbeen 
driven north since the last meeting to the intersection of the main lode, a dis- 
tance of 44 yards from the shaft, and the end driven on the course of the lode, 
west from cross-cut, about 20 yards, the sump referred to in my last report has 
also been communicated to this (164 yard) level. Thelode where intersected by 
the cross-cut was small and unproductive, and continued thesame until we had 
driven about 5 yards west from the sump, when it suddeuly became larger, and 
more productive of lead, which has continued up to the present time, and the 
last 5 yards driven, I consider, have been worth about 1% ton of ore to the 
fathom, being always richer towards the bottom of the level, which Is a satis- 
factory proof that it will further improve in quality as depth is attained; the 
lode in the present end is about 5 ft. wide; the ore it contains is not ina solid 
leader, but is interspersed through the lode, but this will, no doubt, gather up, 
and form itself more into a body as we get deeper into the bearing measures, 
and further from the influence of the shale. The shaie on the north side of 
the lode has almost entirely disappeared, and is substituted by the bearingrock 
of the district, of a congenial character for the production of lead ore: there is 
still a little shale on tke south, or Hill side of the lode, but this, in my opinion, 
will not continue long—in fact, there can be no doubt that we are now driving 
between the productive and unproductive measures, having reached the bottom 
of the shale, and from the general character of the lode, and its improved ap- 
pearance towards the bottom of the end, I have no hesitation in saying that it 
will gradually improve every foot we sink, and before another level is reached 
we shall have very productive and profitable ground. The deep adit cross-cut 
has been driven towards the New Hill sett 30 yards since it was resumed, and 
is now about 40 yards from the south boundary of the old sett; the ground at 
first was very hard, and slow of progress, but latterly it has been easier, and 
the driving is now progressing at the rate of about 6 yards per month; this I 
regard as being a splendid trial, as it will come into the Hill sett at least 
100 fathoms deep, and a lode intersected in ground such as we are now driving 
through can scarcely fail to be productive. Inconclusion, I would remark that 
the prospects for lead in the 164 yard level are very far superior to anything I 
have before seen In the mine; and although by some I may be considered san- 
guine, I do not hesitate to reiterate my oft-repeated expression of confidence in 
the great success of the undertaking. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was a great pleasure to him to be able to 
congratulate the shareholders on so important a discovery as that 
which had been lately made.

It 
was his opinion, and he thought Mr. Davis would confirm it, that they not only 
had a good run of ore ground before them in the 164 yard level, but they had en- 
tered as it were on theside of a hill of ore ground, and that the backs would in- 
crease very considerably as they advanced. There could be no doubt, however, 
that the next level would open them uparich mine, and he hoped the share- 
holders would have no hesitation in subscribing for their quota of the new shares, 
to furnish the funds necessary to reach the next level, and to erect dressing ma- 
chinery, and also to work the Hill sett.

Mr. DAVIS: I quite agree with what the Chairman has said about there being 
a good run of ore ground in the 164 yard level; but I should like to ask Captain 
Kitto how it was he ordered that level to be stopped at the beginning of the 
month ? Capt. Krrro: I did not order it to be stopped. It was done by the 
directors, and I vehemently protested against it. 

Tho CUAIRMAN: Perhaps you will allow me to explain. I may say this isa 
financial question. Looking at the state of the company’s funds, the directors 
had to consider what was the best manner of applying the balance of the sub- 
scribed capital, and they thought they could obtain a quicker return by work- 
ing in the Hill sett—in fact, that they could there make a discovery at a small 
cost, Which would give the shareholders confidence to supply the funds to con- 
tinue the working of the old sett.

Mr. THOMPSON : I can safely say that Capt. Kitto deserves great credit for 
this discovery. I know that a great many have been opposed to him in his 
mode of working. I have heard it on more sides than one, and should have lost 
heart if it had not been for the great confidence I had in him. 

Mr. DAVIS: I am very glad to hear this explanation ; it is very satisfactory, 
I admire Capt. Kitto’s pluck, and think he is the right man forus. Iam buta 
working miner, and I have had my shares from the very beginning; and, al- 
though they are but few, they are, perhaps, of as much consequence to me as a 
larger number may be to the ricber shareholders. I will manage, however, to 
take my proportion of the new shares, as I have every confidence in the mine. 

Mr. Jon: I was very glad to hear Mr. Davis put the question he did. Had he 
not done so I should have put it myself. The answer given is perfectly satis- 
factory, and a great relief to my mind. I was through the mine last evening, 
and was told that it had improved since Capt. Kitto was there in the morning, 
I should value the lode at from 2 to 244 tons per fathom. I think the shale will 
hold up, and that we have a long run of ore ground before us in the 164 yard 
level. There is scarcely as much carbouate of lime in the lode as I should have 
wished to see, but this I attribute to the close proximity of the shale. As we 
get deeper the lode will unquestionably improve. While I was underground I 
visited the cross-cut south, and from the indications I saw in the end I fancy it 
must be very near to the No. 2 lode.

secure the speedy re-opening of the mine, an order has been for- 
warded by the company to Mr, Ellis Lever, of Manchester, to send 
out to Rio Janiero for the use of the mines, a quantity of his patent 
air tubing, which it is believed will enable those engaged effectually 
to clear the workings of foul air, ascertain with ease and safety the 
amount of damage done, and quickly restore the property to the posi- 
tion in which it was before the accident. 





PANULCILLO COPPER COMPANY.—The advices received from Mr 
Heatley, although as yet of a preliminary and private character, are 
highly satisfactory. It is considered that his official report may not 
be received before the end of March, his investigations being still in- 
complete. Mr. Heatley speaks in high terms of the efficiency of everything con- 
nected with the working of the mine, and states the production to have now 
reached the rate of 400 tons of pure copper per month, with 18 furnaces at work. 
So far as his investigations had gone, Mr. Heatley calculated that with a price 
of $14 per quintal (=70l. per ton in England, with freights at 4/., and exchange 
at 47d.), the company could work ata profit.

MINING IN CALIFORNIA.—An elaborate report upon the silver 
mines of the IMPERIAL SILVER QUARRIES COMPANY has just been 
received by the directors from Mr. Lewis Chalmers. He agrees with 
General Hall that it is the best property in the district, not even ex- 
cepting the now famous Tarshish and Morning Star Mines, when the same 
amount of labourshall have been expended upon it. Heregrets that he did not 
provide himself with a photographic apparatus, to give some idea of the grandeur 
of the scenery, and the enormous croppings or chimneys of silver ore standing 
out in bold relief above the summits of the mountain.

But the creek rises considerably as it runs east towards Mo- 
nitor city, and some of the silver lodes will be cut by the tunnel at a depth of 
over 2000 feet. Cropping up boldly, from 8 to 40 ft. respectively, above the sum- 
mits of the range, are 10 remarkably prominent outcrops, or chimneys of silver 
ore, varying in width (or thickness) from 5 to 40 ft., besides 17 other silver lodes, 
more or less easily distinguishable. Even these surface outcroppings carry gold 
and silver in small quantities. The Schenectady Mining Company, which com- 
menced operations on an extension of the Imperial Silver Quarries Company's 
Esmeralda lode, in the beginning of October, 1866, are now producing bullion at 
the rate of about 1001. sterling per English ton, and they are working at a depth 
of 300 feet only. Teams of rich sulphurets are driven daily to the Davidson Mill, 
about five miles off, for reduction by the Freiberg process. The mill charge for 
this is 91. 9s. per ton, of 2000 Ibs. From this mine picked specimens have assayed 
as high as 6301. per ton, of 20001bs. weight. Mr. Chalmers has sent a few pieces 
of this ore, which will yield from $200 to 81000 per ton, of 2000 Ibs. Wood can 
be laid down at the mines any size, and of excellent quality, at 12s.6d. per cord, 
of 128 cubic feet. Labour is plentiful, but high—$3!g to $4 per day. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the recent discoveries and workings of the Tarshish, Mer- 
rimack, Monitor Consolidated, Alpine, Imperial, and Leviathan, will induce a 
large influx of mining population from Virginia city and other places, conse- 
quently a decrease in the price of labour. The time requisite to reach the Trt- 
umph (third silver mine from the mouth of the tunnel) will be abont 150 days, 
and to reach the Florence 200 days more will be required, although good lodes 
will be struck before that. The necessary capital must also be provided to en- 
sure success—he estimates 86691. Mr. Graff, the superintendent of the Tarshish 
Mine, and a Fellow of the Freiberg School of Mines corroborates this estimate, 
Mr. Chalmers is satisfied that when developed the property will realise the most 
sanguine expectations of the shareholders.

MINING IN EASTERN NEVADA, U.S, 
(From our Correspondent.) 


In the Washington district they are now erecting smelting-works for 
the reduction of the argentiferous galena ore, which abounds in that 
district. The veins are generally large and regular in their formation, 
and vary from 4 to 10 feet, and the ores are apparently inexhaustible, 
but have from their nature resisted all attempts at reduction by the 
usual mode of crushing and amalgamation. Timber of an excellent 
quality is abundant throughout the district, and fuel will bear only a 
nominal price for years. In the White Pine district, 80 miles east of 
Austin, they have on the ground the machinery and materials for a 
five-stamp mill, and workmen are rapidly giving them form for active 
operations.

REMARKS.—The prospects of the Metal Market are decidedly 
brightening, and there is now every reason to expect that activity 
will ere long be fully established. Orders of much greater extent 
are being given out with more freedom. Confidence appears to be 
gradually gaining ground, and if this can only he made permanent 
business would be very soon restored to its accustomed vigour. It is, 
however, encouraging to find that trade is improving, although it may 
be only slowly, and doubtless it is better that it should be in this way 
rather than by a sudden start, which would, probably only die away 
again after a short time ; whereas, when the advance is made byslow 
steps, especially when they appear to be still going forward, we may 
reckon favourably for the permanent establishment of activity in 
business being at length reached, The final arrangement come to 
between the creditors and shareholders of Overend, Gurney, and 
Co, will be regarded with general satisfaction, as it will be calculated 
to remove one of the hindrances to the restoration of confidence, as 
it will enable parties who were personally interested in the affair to

There is doubtless much cause for the complaint 
that Mr. Peter Watson was unjustly assailed in reference to East 
Wheal Russell, since he is not officially connected with the company, 
although having a large interest therein, he is naturally anxious for 
its success. The attributing to Mr. Watson of the remark that, had 
the water not been in, the profits would have been greater, is not justi- 
fied by fact—he said the 7eturns. As to the discovery, it will be seen 
on reference to the report of the meeting in the Journal that Capt. 
Richards said that he regarded it as of the greatest importance. Mr. 
Watson, who is Chairman of the Mining Exchange, has for many 
years been one of the most energetic advocates of the mining interest, 
andone of itsablest supporters, and his position should have protected 
him from all censure, especially such unmerited reflections as those 
referred to. 





St. JOHN DEL Rey.—By the last advices the directors were in- 
formed that the continued presence of the highly dangerous vapour 
in the mines seriously impeded their examination, though the most 
persevering efforts were being made by the captains and miners, un- 
der Mr. Gordon’s personal directions, to overcome this difficulty. It 
is to be hoped that in another fortnight, when a fuller knowledge of 
the circumstances has been aequired, some opinion may be formed in 
regard to the future. Mr. J, N. Gordon (the general superintendent) 
writes that “the extent of the timberwork destroyed in both mines is 
very great, and almost overwhelming tocontemplate, As a separate 
question of loss to the company, under existing circumstances, it is 
as least calculated to discourage, if not deter, from any attempt to 
effect its renewal.” He also states that “it is estimated several 
thousands of tons have fallen away from the hollow space visible. 
theextent of which cannot be seen nor approximately estimated. We 
have not any means at present of examining further down in the 
mines, owing to the exhaustive character of the vapour which occu- 
pies the localities below the points already visited. The steps taken 
so far have frequently produced very great exhaustion and temporary 
illness to both captains and men, who have shown the most credit- 
able courage and determination to prosecute the examination of the 
mines under circumstances of a very trying and perplexing nature,” 





ROYAL COPPER MINES OF CoBRE.—At the adjourned general 
meeting of this company (Mr. C. P. Glyn in the chair)—the details 
of which appear in another column—the Chairman, in a clear and 
explicit speech, informed the proprietors that the suit with the rail- 
way company hid been decided in favour of the Cobre Company, 
and that the railway company were likely to reduce their tariff to a 
uniform rate of $£ per ton, to which the company assented, provided 
a return was made by the railway company of the amount paid in 
excess since the date of the Captain-General’s decree in 1863, amount- 
ing in November last to 18,0002, Instructions, however, had been 
forwarded to the company’s agents in Cuba to settle the claim by ac- 
cepting one-half the amount, provided from this time forward the 
rate of transport was $f per ton, Attention was also drawn to the 
fact that the calls due on the shares of a deceased proprictor—al- 
luded to on several previous occasions—had been all fully paid, a 
statement which was received with much satisfaction by the meet- 
ing; as was also that to the effect if all the arrears of calls were 
paid at once, and the settlement with the railway completed, the com- 
pany would be free from every liability. He also mentioned that 
since the publication of the accounts the arrears of calls outstanding 
had been considerably lessened. Mr. Clemes’s report was then read ; 
it appears well drawn up, and points out clearly the courses to be 
pursued with regard to the future operations. As this report will 
shortly be in the hands of the proprietors no comment upon it need 
now be made, except that Mr. Clemes distinctly states the lodes to be 
of an exceptionally large and productive character, and that there re- 
mains undeveloped a large extent of promising ground—a fact which 
fully disproves the erroneous impression that appears lately to have 
been prevailing that the mines were exhausted, and that the company 
had no new ground to lay open. 





THE PRINCE OF WALES SLATE COMPANY (Limited).—We omitted 
to state in last week’s Journal, in the notice relating to this com- 
pany, that Vice-Chancellor Wood gave the parties leave to bring in 
any proposal for the re-establishment of the company. We have 
seen such a proposal, which, we understand, has received the assent 
of a large majority of the shareholders, and there is no doubt that 
the company will shortly be re-established, with a new board, and 
on a firm basis. The plan for reconstruction is sound and satisfac- 
tory, and we expect to hear of an early resumption of the workings. 





THE TIN TRADE.—Mr. L. Th. van Houten (Rotterdam, Jan. 31) 
writes—We have to report a very quiet market for tin during this 
month, as is generally the case at this time of the year, and only 
small parcels changed hands, for immediate consumption. Banca 
tin was sold in the beginning of the month at 53 fl., but gradually 
declined to 52 fl., which is the closing quotation. Billiton followed 
the same course, and the price gradually went down from 52 fl. 
to 51fl. In the last few days, however, there is a little more demand for 
export, and prices in general are rather hardening, especially as the statistical 
returns published this day by the Trading Company, and to which we again 
beg to draw attention, are very favourable for the future of the article. The 
following statement shows the position of Banca tin in Holland on Jan, 31, ac- 
cording to the official returns of the Dutch Trading Company :—

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WoNDERFUL MECHANISM—A STEAM MAN.—Mr. L. Deddrick, a me- 
chinist, of Newark, U.S., has invented a man that, moved by steam, 
will performsome of the most important functions of humanity, stand- 
ing upright, walking or running, as he is bidden, in any direction, and 
at almost any rate of speed, drawing after him a load whose weight 
would tax the strength of threestout draught horses. The manstands 
7 ft. and 9 in, high, the other dimensions of the body being correctly 
proportioned, making him a second Daniel Lambert, by which name 
he is facetiously spoken of among the workmen. He weighs 500 Ibs. 
Steam is generated in the body or trunk, which is nothing but a three- horse power 
engine, like those used In our steam fire-engines. The legs which support the 
automaton are complicated and wonderful. The steps are taken very naturally 
and quite easily. As the body is thrown forward upon the advanced foot the 
other is lifted from the ground by a spring, and thrown forward, Each step or 
pace advances the body 2 feet, and every revolution of the engine produces four 
paces. As the engine is capable of making more than a thousand revolutions a 
minute, it would get over the ground, on this calculation, at the rate of a little 
more thana wilea minute. As this would be working the legs faster than would 
be safe on uneven ground, or on city cobble stones, it is proposed to run the engine 
atthe rate of 500 revolutions per minute, which would walk the man at the 
modest speed of half a milea minute, The fellow is attached to a common rock- 
away carriage, whose shafts serve to support him in a vertical position. These 
shafts are two bars of iron, whichare made fast in the usual manner to the front 
axle of the carriage, and are curved so as to be joined to a circular sustaining 
bar, which passes around the waist, like a girth, and in which the man moves 
80 as to face in any direction. Besides these motions, machinery has been arranged 
by which the figure can be thrown backward or forward from a vertical, nearly 
45° This is done to enable it to ascend or descend all grades. To thesoles of the 
feet spikes or corks are fixed, which effectually prevent slipping. The wholema- 
chine is so firmly sustained by the shafts, and has so excellent a foothold, that 
two men are unable to push it over, or in any way throw it down. An upright 
post, Which is arranged in front of the dash-board, and within easy reach of the 
front seats, sustains two miniature pilot wheels, by turning which these various 
motions and evolutions are directed. It is expected that sufficient coal can be 
stowed away under the back seat of the carriage to work the engine a day, and 
enough water in a tank under the front seatto last half a day. To prevent ‘ the 
giant’ from frightening horses, Mr. Deddrick intends to cloth it, and give it as 
nearly as possible a likeness to the restof humanity. The boiler, and such parts 
as are necessarily heated, are to be encased in felt or woolen undergarments. The 
cost of this * first man "’ is $2000, though the makers, Messrs. Deddrick and Grass 
expect to manufacture succeeding ones, warranted to run a year without repairs 
for $300.—Newark Advertiser, U.S

LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE STEAM COAL, 


The excellemt results obtained in the preliminary trials made with 
the South Lancashire and Cheshire coal, with a view to prove its 
value for steam purposes, have already been noticed in the MINING 
JOURNAL, wherein it was stated, on Nov. 30, that there were good 
reasons for concluding that the official trials conducted by the Admi- 
ralty Commissioners, Mr. ROBERT NICOLL, R.N., and Mr, WM. Lynn, 
would lead to those gentlemen giving such a report as would be con- 
vincing to all users of steam power that the coal of the district men- 
tioned possesses very great value as a steam fuel ; and attention was 
particularly directed to the facility with which the coal can be used 
to work up the duff orsmall refuse Welsh coal, invariably arising from 
exposure to climate; and that it ismore completely under the control 
of the stoker than any other steam coal, and materially lightens the la- 
bour of the men. The Commissioners’ experiments were conducted in 
strict accordance with Admiralty rules, and by a Government stoker, 
who had never used Lancashire coal until he commenced to work at 
these trials. Theresults in some experiments were as high as 11°77 lbs. 
of water evaporated per pound of coal, and inotherexperiments with a 
steam-jet a total evaporation of 76°65 cubic feet of water per hour 
was realised; and even the averages show, as compared with the 
Hartley and hand-picked Welsh coals, a gain in favour of the Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire coals of nearly 10 per cent. in power, and of 
above 25 per cent. in speed, 

The official report of Messrs. NICOLL and LYNN has now been is- 
sued, and fully confirms the most favourable anticipations that had 
been entertained, their conclusion being that the South Lancashire 
and Cheshire coals “ have a high evaporative value, combined with 
great speed, and are in every respect fit for Her MAJESTY’S service.” 
The process by which this very gratifying conclusion was arrived at 
is fully detailed in the report, which will he read with general inte- 
rest. In company with Dr. RICHARDSON, the Commissioners pro- 
ceeded to examine the experimental boiler and feed-tank, with the 
necessary fittings, &c. The boiler is a common type of the ordinary 
tubular class used in the navy, and was made from drawings of a 
similar boiler now used for the testing of coals in Her MAJESTY’S 
Dockyard, Keyham. It had two furnaces, the length of furnace- 
bar being 3 ft., the width of furnaces 1 ft. 8} in., having } in. between 
the bars for windage ; the number of tubes 124, length 5 feet, and 
2} in. external diameter. The total heating surface in the tubes, 
furnaces, flues, &c., being 438°47 square feet, with an area of fire- 
grate surface of 10°3 square feet. The fire-doors were perforated upon 
the plan adopted by Mr. C. WyE WILLIAMS for the admission of air, 
The furnaces were fitted with hanging brick bridges from the crowns, 
in addition to the vertical brick bridges on which the bars rest. The 
draught of the chimney and flame-box is measured by two syphon 
glass tubes, partly filled with water, one end of each tube being open 
to the air, and the other ends being in connection, one with the 
chimney and the other with the flame-box ; the difference between 
the level of the water in the syphon-tubes indicating the strength of 
the draught. The tank for supplying the boiler has an area of 
50 square feet, with a depth of 6 ft., the bottom of the tank being 
nearly level with the water-line of the boiler, a 2-in, pipe and cock 
connecting them. The feed-cock being so regulated as to maintain 
the water in the boiler during the trials ata uniform level, the water 
feeding the boiler by its own gravity, a graduated scale marked in 
feet and inches is attached to the side of the tank, on which an in- 
dicator is worked by an ordinary wooden float, for the purpose of 
marking the quantity of water passing into the boiler during the 
experiment. 

The trials extended to all the principal coals in the district, em- 
bracing the Worsley Top Four Feet, the Upper and Lower Crum- 
bouke, the Upper Three Yards, the Six Feet Rams, the Great Seven 
Feet, the Yard (Blackrod), the Pemberton Two Feet and Four Feet, 
the Haigh (called also the Arley and tle Hindley Yard), the Fur- 
nace, the Bickerstaff Four Feet or Blangate, the Rushy Park and Lit- 
tle Delf, the Ince Three, Four, and Seven Feet, and the Arley Mine. 
The whole of the principal coal-owners were likewise represented, 
those taking the most prominent part in providing the supply being—

The business-like and systematic manner in which the entire series 
of trials were conducted may be judged of from consideration of the 
very careful arrangements made to secure uniformity of treatment 
throughout. Previous to commencing an experiment, it was arranged 
that steam should be up, that the fires should be in good order, that 
1000 lbs. of coal should be burnt during each experiment, that the 





burned over again, and that the experiment should cease when all th, 
1000 Ibs. of coal had been consumed, and when the fires had comet, 
be in the same state as at the commencement. The quantity of wate 
evaporated during the trial, togethor with the amount of clinke, 
cinder, and soot, being carefully measured, weighed, and recorded, 
The method of stoking was to keep the fires from 14 to 15 inches jy 
thickness, and at every time of stoking the green coal was heapej 
up to the crown of the furnace in front and over the dead plate ; any 
cinders which had fallen through the grate into the ash-pit were aly 
thrown on after the coals, At the next firing, the coals in front having 
burnt through were pushed back by the shovel, and fresh coal again 
heaped on in front, and so on alternately with each furnace until the 
1000 Ibs. of coal had beenconsumed, The atmospheric air admittej 
through the perforated furnace doors mixes with the gases of th: 
coal distilling in front, and combustion ensues, whilst the mixej 
gases and air pass over the incandescent fuel. Should the furnag 
doors be kept open too long, or more air pass over or through the 
fires than is necessary, the hanging brick bridge being red-hot pre. 
vents the cooling down that would otherwise take place, and algo 
assists in maintaining the temperature of the gases for perfect com. 
bustion. This bridge also tends to make the flame reverberate in the 
flame box or combustion chamber, where the heat will be better ab. 
sorbed in consequence. The smoke or products of the coal was ip 
most cases all burnt, and in several of the experiments not a vestige, 
of smoke was visible ; in fact, there was complete combustion, 

The value of conclusions arrived at as the result of experimenta coy’ 
ducted with the care and order above indicated cannot be question’), 
so that it may reasonably be expected that henceforth South Lat 
cashire and Cheshire coal will be no less sought for in the variou; 
foreign markets than the North Country coal has hitherto been, 
The whole of the coals of the district are certified by the Admiralty 
Commissioners to be of a hard and durable nature, consequently not 
liable to disintegration by the action of the weather; they were shown 
very large quantities which had been exposed at the pit’s mouth for 
a considerable time, and which appeared to be in good condition, 
showing no signs of breaking up, nor will they easily pulverise by 
transit either for shipment or store, and, like the Newcastle coaj 
would be found well adapted for using up the small Welsh, which 
would other fall through the bars, and be thrown away with the 
ashes. The average cubical contents of the coals experimented on 
is 42°021 cubic feet per ton. 

The mean results of the experiments with the Lancashire and 
Cheshire steam coal show that 10°684 Ibs. of water per pound of coal, 
and 48°305 cubic feet of water per hour, have been evaporated from 
a temperature of 100° Fahr., burning at the rate of 27°503 lbs, of 
coal per square foot of fire-grate per hour, The results thus obtained 
exceed those stated in the document of the association, theirs being 
10°1 Ibs. of water per pound of coal, and 46°67 cubic feet of water, 
evaporated per hourfrom a temperature of 100° Fahr. During thes 
experiments the mean temperatures were of the smoke-box 402° Fahr, 
and of the chimney 625° Fahr. The strength of draught measured 
by the syphon-gauges was ?th in. in the chimney, and } in. full in 
the flame-box. The mean result of the experiments made with 4 
mixture of the Lancashire and Cheshire steam coal with the Welsh 
dust, in the proportion of two-thirds of the former to one-third of the 
latter, show that 10°753 lbs, of water per pound of coal, and 41:2) 
cubic feet of water per hour, have been evaporated from a tempera 
tbre of 100 Fahr.. In the trials of the same coal with the steam-jet 
the steam was taken from a boiler adjacent at 301bs. pressure. The 
mean results of the experiments show that 10°174 lbs. of water per 
pound of coal, and 68°931 cubic feet of water per hour, have been eva 
porated from a temperature of 100° Fahr., burning at the rate of 
41°894 lbs, of coal per hour per square foot of fire-grate. During 
these experiments the mean temperature of the smoke-box was 70% 
Fahr. The strength of the draught measured by the syphon-gauges 
was | in. for the chimney, and 11-16ths in. for the flame-box. 

But, perhaps, the most satisfactory proof of the value of the coal 
which can be offered to the general consumer of steam coal, is that 
afforded by the portion of Messrs, NICOLL and LyNn’s report referring 
to their trial trip in the Lindsay, with regard to which they observe 
that they had learned that the Lindsay screw collier, belonging to the 
Wigan Coal and Iron Company, had been fitted with the short grates 
and bridges, similar to the experimental boiler, and the Commissioners 
suggested that a few hours’ run with her would be a practical testof 
the steaming powers of the smokeless coal of this district ; to this the 
company immediately assented, and the vessel was placed at their dis- 
posal. Accordingly, on June 29, they proceeded to Liverpool, where 
they found the Lindsay, with steam up, waitingforthem. They pro- 
ceeded to sea sufficiently far so that the time occupied until the vessel 
got back to her mocrings made a four hours’ run, The stokers of the 
ship attended to the fires, which were worked in the manner described 
with the experimental boiler—with heavy fires and firing in front. 
The steam was maintained at a pressure of 22 Ibs., as shown by the 
gauge in the engine room, and was blowing off at the waste steam- 
pipe all the time of the trial, and no smoke was visible during the 
whole of the four hours’ run. At the conclusion of the four hours 
they asked the stoker to put a rake through the fires, and fire up at 
random; when this was done, some dark smoke soon issued from the 
top of the chimney, so that they take exception to the term “smoke: 
less steam coal,” and admit that they are smokeless only when all the 
products of the coal are consumed; but that this can be done, and 
smoke prevented, even on board ship. 

Whether the effect of this report will be to secure the general use 
of the South Lancashire and Cheshire coal in the ships of the Royal 
Navy, of course, remains to be seen, but the trials should at least se- 
cure the coalowners of the district a fair proportion of the general 
export trade of the country. From the tables given, it appears that 
for speed in getting up steam the Upper and Lower Crumbouke coals 
take the first places, the time occupied being 10 and 17 minutes re 
spectively, but the majority of the coals required 20 minutes, anda 
few 30, to get up steam. The coal which gives the smallest quantity 
of clinker is the Bickerstaff Four Feet, only 5 lbs, of clinker resulting 
from the burning of 1000 lbs. of coal, yet this coal gave the compa- 
ratively low evaporation of 10}1bs.; whilst the Hindley Yard, which 
gave nearly 2 per cent. of clinker, which adhered firmly to the fire- 
grates, evaporated over 11}1bs. of water for each 11b. of coal burned, 
The coal from the Arley Mine evaporated nearly the same quantity 
of water asthe Hindley, 11°29 lbs., and had the advantage of making 
considerably less clinker and ash, whilst the clinker made is easily 
removable. In the experiment with the Hindley Yard coal and 
Welsh dust, the proportions used were 2 yards of Hindley to 1 yard 
of Welsh dust, and the results were excellent. With random firing 
and fires 12 in. thick, the evaporation was over 10}1bs,, the clinker, 
which was easily removed, 29 lbs., and the smoke marks 6, the max 
mum being 32, which was for the Pemberton Little Delf; and this 
latter coal, as might have been expected, gave the highest result a8 
to speed of evaporation, the figures being 51°614 cubic feet per hour. 
All these results were obtained in the series conducted without the 
steam-jet. With the steam-jet the speed of evaporation was propor: 
tionably increased, but, of course, by a reduction of the weight 0 
water evaporated. The conclusion arrived at by Messrs, NICOLL and 
LYNN appears to be thoroughly justified, whilst the tabulated results 
of the experiments cannot be looked at, either individually or col- 
lectively, without it becoming apparent that the coals of South Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire are fully equal, if not superior, to those of the 
North of England, and as well adapted for the purpose of generating 
steam as any which this country produces,

EXPLOSIONS IN COLLIERIES, 
THEIR CAUSE AND PREVENTION, 


On Monday last Mr, JAMES WILSON, viewer of the Darfield Main 
Oolliery, near Barnsley, gave a highly interesting lecture on the cause 
and prevention of explosions, the nature of gases, &c., in the Methodist 
Chapel near to the colliery. Mr. PaGEt, of Swarth Main, occupied 
the chair, and there was a large attendance of viewers, deputies, and 
workmen, ‘The lecture was illustrated by a well-executed model of a 
colliery, showing four different systems of working—the long wall, 
through the gob; the long wall, taking the coal up the hill by straight 
panels, and leaving the gob behind; and the old Yorkshire system 
of leading and following up banks ; and a modification of the board 
and wall plan. Having alluded to the recent colliery catastrophes, 
Mr. WILSON pointed out the state of the mines in Yorkshire previous 
to the appointment of Government Inspectors. He said it was truly 
horrifying to find that in 16 years, with all their boasted improve- 
ments, there had been no less than 13,396 deaths by colliery acci- 
dents, so that it would almost appear as if the fatal explosions 
mocked the efforts of scientific mining engineering to prevent them. 
How often did they find mines managed by the most skilful engineers, 
and with, it is said, the best ventilation, become the scenes of the 
most serious and appalling explosions? But he held that it was all 
but impossible for an explosion to take place in a really well venti- 
lated colliery, except by a sudden outburst of gas, which no skill was 
able to stand against. For all ordinary purposes, however, the car- 
rying out of the first general rule of the 23d and 24th Vic., c. 131, 
which enacts that in all collieries, levels, and working places an 
adequate amount of ventilation shall be constantly produced to di- 
lute and render harmless noxious gases, &c., would be found suffi- 
cient to prevent most accidents from explosions, Another important 
consideration was with regard to safety-lamps ; and, as they had so 
often heard of men tampering with them, and endangering not only 
their own lives, but the lives of others, it was of importance that the 
third general rule should be strictly enforced. The lamps oughtalways 
to be carefully examined and securely locked by a competent person, 
and whilst in use frequently noticed, for the purpose of seeing whe- 
ther it showsany indication of fire-damp. Men should notbe allowed 
to go into places, as they very often were, where gas was known to be 
standing, especially with a naked light ; and it was highly dangerous 
‘to allow gas to remain a day ina place afteritwas known. Theen- 
trances to such places should be fenced off, so as to prevent access to 
them. Mr. Wilson then noticed the indications produced by the baro- 
meter and thermometer, and explained by means of the model how 
the gas made its way out of the goaf, mixing with and lessening the 
column or quantity of air, and so causing an explosion. They fre- 

ently heard of lamps becoming highly heated in the workings, but 
is could be averted by simply carrying out the 32d special rule. 
Seeing that engineers and scientific men were doing all they could 
to prevent accidents, and as colliery proprietors were desirous of hav- 
ing their pits as free as possible from gas, a great and important 
duty devolved on the under officials. They very often, not knowing 
or daring to give a faithful report of the actual state of the workings, 
led the managers astray, and too often caused serious consequences. 
It was, therefore, necessary that underground stewards and deputies 
should be men well up in their duties. Recently they had been told 
that the single-shift system was to blame for some of the accidents, 
, es there was such a large area of workings opened out at one time; 
ut such he did not agree with. After illustrating by experiments 
“how accidents were caused in various ways, Mr. Wilson said the 
_ deeply important question of the ventilation of their collieries more 
than ever pressed itself on the attention of mining engineers and 
men of science. But, if everything possible was being done in the 
ventilation of the collieries, and the general and special rules were 
» fully carried out, what, he would ask, was the cause of all the ex- 
plosions which had taken place? Has the system of working the coal 
‘not something to do with them? for it is a fact that the mode of 
, working one colliery would not suit another, for there may be faults 
at one and none at the other; and there are pits with a heavy rise, 
_ and others with very little. Again, it isa common thing to set off 
™ the backs at the lowest level, so that under such circumstances it is 
F no unusual thing to find large accumulations of gas in the fallen goaf 
_ close to the workmen, even where a good current of air is passing 
* along the face. This deplorable state of things is not uncommon in 
* such cases, and, no doubt, will continue so long as working on the 
_Tises of the coal, seeing that the men all working at the top, or high 
* part of the goaf, where the gas makes its way out, and mixes with 
the air. Mr. Wilson then showed the audience the value of the va- 
* rious safety-lamps in use, pointing out the advantages of the Stephen- 
‘* son over all others. He concluded the experiments by showing how 
© the gas acted on the lamp, and caused an explosion. He urged upon 
, those present the great danger there was in working with a damaged 
: lamp, and concluded an able address by calling upon all persons con- 
nected with collieries to see that the rules in force were strictly car- 
ried out, as the best means of preventing accidents. 

Mr, P. Cooper (of the Holmes Colliery, Rotherham), in proposing 

vote of thanks to Mr. Wilson, said :—Mr. Wilson had marked out 
two important principles in connection with the safe working of 
», mines ; the first was that no accumulation of gas should be allowed, 
) and the other was the necessity of seeing that the safety-lamps were 
\, always in a good condition. For his own part, he would impress on 
4, those present that they should not work in places where an accu- 
§, mulation was found. What they wanted, and what it would ulti- 

mately come to before colliery explosions were diminished, was that 

_ the men should refuse to work in a pit where they found the gas 
,accumulating. It was, therefore, the duty of the miner to be ex- 
tremely careful, and not to risk his own life and that of others when 

~ he knew that danger existed. It was the duty of colliery owners and 
managers to see that every means were adopted for the prevention of 
accumulations of gas, He was aware that some persons said that 
such could not be done, but asthe general rules said that it was pos- 
ysible, those rules should be carried out. It was much cheaper to ven- 
= tilate ® colliery well and properly than otherwise—for, all things 

‘considered, good ventilation would ever be found the cheapest. Mr. 

Wilson and others had of late done much good in showing the value 

of safety-lamps, in the best of which he had the greatest confidence, 

for he believed that by far alarger proportion of persons were killed 
by explosions from using naked lights than otherwise; for it had 
been proved that a good safety-lamp in proper condition scarcely 
ever caused an accident, Allusion had been made to scientific and 
+ practical men, and he was in favour of the two being combined in 
» the same person, but if he would have his choice of two persons to 


> eXecute a piece of work relating to a colliery, he would prefer a tram-

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY, 
Patent Agent and Adviser, Memb. Soc. Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 


It is not often that the honours and recompenses of Royal favour 
are conferred on men distinguished by their renown in the pursuit of the useful 
arts. It is, however, one of the many glories of the present reign that the claims 
of genius and the beauty of utility have been recognised in various modes, and 
not the least gracefully by the exercise of the Royal prerogative of conferring 
the distinction of titles. We cannot join in the vulgar affectation of precend- 
ing to disregard the distinctions which flow from the Crown as the fountain of 
honour. Her Majesty has already signalised her reign by distinguishing men 
eminent in the useful arts, on which so much of the prosperity of the realm de- 
pends. Under her sway STRUTT became a peer, and BRIGHT received the honour 
of knighthood. Inventors should assuredly hail with gratification the announce- 
ment that Her Majesty has also conferred the distinction of knighthood on 
WHEATSTONE, Whose name is eminently associated with one of the most im- 
portant inventions of ourera. The Government that advised the recognition 
of WHEATSTONE’S services has done honour to itself, and has evinced practi- 
cally its appreciation of the value of science in its connection with industry. 
This sentiment pervaded one of the best speeches of one of its most brilliant 
members, DISRAELI, who rounded a sparkling period by the admirable expres- 
sion, ‘* It is science which has ennobled labour.”’ 

A patent has been specified by Mr. W. H. RICHARDSON, of Glasgow, 
for a mode of manufacturing iron and steel. The object of this invention is the 
purification of iron when in the liquid state, for the purpose of obtaining an 
improved metal, from which castings may be produced, or from which steel may 
be manufactured. He has also for his object the cheapening the cost of, as well 
as the lessenning of the time occupied in producing, such metals or materials. 
After the ore has been reduced in the blast-furnace the resulting metal is tapped 
off, and run into pig-beds, where it is allowed to cool. The cold metal is then 
re-melted in any convenient furnace, from which it may be run intoa puddling, 
boiling, or reverberatory furnace, or any other furnace. When in the molten 
condition a blast of atmospheric air, of a pressure of from 41bs, on the square 
inch or upwards, is introduced into its mass through a hollow or tubular rabble 
or stirring-rod, of dimensions suitable to the mass of metal under treatment. 

Mr, JOHN Brrcu, of Lancaster, “ steel convertor,” proposes, in his 
description, certain improvements in casting ingots of Bessemer or other steel. 
He states that it is usual after casting an ingot of Bessemer steel to place on 
the surface an iron or -teel plate, in order that sand may be applied and wedged 
down, to keep the steel from rising in the moulds, The invention of BIRCH is 
intended for the purpose of dispensing with the iron or steel plate, and of pro- 
viding a means of applying the sand without the use of any such plate. The 
improvement consists in suddenly cooling the upper surface of the molten steel 
when in the mould, and by these means forming a crust on the metal ready to 
receive the sand, which is wedged down as usual. Many substances may be in- 
troduced into the molten surface in order to produce thiscrust, but the inventor 
states that he prefers to employ the ‘‘scale’’ from rolling-mills or hammers, 
which is technically called ** hammer slag ;’’ such substances as metal borings, 
turnings, filings, soda, or salt may be employed, or, indeed, any substance or 
material, whether solid or liquid, which will suddenly cool the upper surface 
with safety. 

Mr, JAMES WEBSTER, of Birmingham, engineer, has patented a 
metallic zine paint. For the manufacture of this paint the patentee takes spel 
ter, and melts it in a furnace, raising the heat to about 800° Fahrenheit. He 
then covers the molten metal with a flux of borax, mixed with chloride of am- 
monia, or other suitable flux, to prevent the action of the atmosphere from being 
exerted upon the surface of the molten zinc, He then adds about 7 or 8 percent. 
(or more or less) of finely-divided iron wire or scrap, agitating the whole with 
an iron rod until the entire quantity of the iron or scrap particles are taken up 
by the zinc. Next the patentee adds sufficient antimony to cause the metal to 
run freely down the furnace. When the metal, after having been thus prepared 
and treated, has cooled down, it is next pulverised and ground, and then it may 
be mixed with any oleaginous matter or varnish—a metallic zine paint is the 
resulting product. When the paint is intended to be used for coating ships’ 
bottoms or for marine purposes the inventor proposes to add to it 14% per cent. 
or thereabouts of vermillion, or oxide of mercury. 








UNWROUGHT STEEL.—The quantity of unwrought steel exported 
from the United Kingdom was about maintained last year, the total 
to Nov. 30 having been 30,517 tons, as compared with 31,529 tons to 
the corresponding date of 1866, and 20,868 tons to the corresponding 
date of 1865. The slight decline observable arose in the deliveries 
to the United States, which only amounted in the first 11 months of 
1867 to 17,778 tons, against 18,799 tons in the corresponding period 
of 1866, and 9418 tons in the corresponding period of 1865. The total 
value of unwrought steel exported to Nov. 30 last year was 998,619/., 
as compared with 1,029,907/. in the corresponding period of 1866, and 
686,110/. in the corresponding period of 1865. The value of the un- 
wrought steel exported in the whole of 1866 was 1,129,7617.; in the 
whole of 1865, 782,129/7.; in the whole of 1864, 890,395/7.; in 1863, 
935,5172.; in 1862, 848,9332.; in 1861, 726,9567.; in 1860, 986,2282,; 
in 1859, 805,8322.; in 1858, 589,6767.; in 1857, 748,5797. The quan- 
tities of unwrought steel exported in each of the 10 years were as fol- 
lows :—1857, 22,374 tons; 1858, 16,378 tons; 1859, 24,744 tons; 1860, 
32,173 tons; 1861, 21,810 tons; 1862, 25,779 tons; 1863, 28,687 tons; 
1864, 26,834 tons; 1865, 23,877 tons; and 1866, 34,647 tons, 





BORING BY MACHINERY,—The boring machine invented by Messrs. 
DOERING and SACHS, and to which reference has frequently been 
made in the Mining Journal, has recently been introduced in the Tin- 
croft Mine. Capt. William Teague, the manager, writes that the 
working of the machine fully answers his expectations. It will open 
levels thrice as fast as the ordinary mode of working, and is quite 
under the command of the ordinary miners.

CoAL IN NATAL.—The prospects of the extensive deposits of coal 
existing in Natal have already been referred to in the Journal, and 
the evidence previously obtained upon the subject is corroborated in 
every respect. A writer who was at one time resident in the colony, 
and who knows well, from personal observation, that even the sur- 
face coal has been long in use by both native and European smiths, 
observes that repeated reports and letters fully confirm the long as- 
serted existence of vast coal fields in this portion of South Eastern 
Africa, a fact which a glance at the geographical position of the 
colony will demonstrate the importance of ; for Port Natal is situated 
in the very track of our eastern commerce, above the region of the 
storms which vex the Cape, yet not within the range of the hurricanes 
which sometimes visit Mauritius and the Indian seas, and offers a 
point of call easily accessible, and which seems to be placed by na- 
ture at the very spot in the voyage where renewed supplies of fuel 
are wanted, either for the homeward or the outward voyage. It is al- 
most impossible to exaggerate the value of ample coal supplies at 
this point, whether to the mercantile or the imperial steam marine, 
and it will argue extraordinary supineness, on the part both of the 
colonists and of the authorities at home, if this important report be 
not atonce brought to the test of close examination and trial. Samples 
of the coal, of course taken from mere surface diggings, are to be 
seen in London, The quality appears to be good, and the quantity 
obtainable is said to be unlimited. 





TRINIDAD BITUMEN.—Mr. A. A, Cochrane, referring to his pro- 
position to introduce the Trinidad pitch for the manufacture of gas, 
writes that as some may consider his former statement that bitumen 
could be placed in the Thames at 32s. per ton was based upon erro- 
neous data, he mentions that the freight now paid by him for bitu- 
men from Trinidad is1/.5s,in the Thames, and when he shall import 
some hundred thousands of tons the freight will not exceed 19s. The 
cost of digging the bitumen, together with the shipment after the 
erection of a short pier and tramway, will amount to ls. 6d. perton. 
Other charges may amount to 3s, 6d. per ton, making the total cost 
in the Thames 1Z, 4s. 





PETROLEUM AS STEAM FUEL.—At the United Service Institution 
on Monday evening, Capt. J. H. SELWYN, R.N., read his second paper 
On the Application of Mineral Oil as Steam Fue!. The chair was taken 
by Admiral Sir F. Nicholson. Capt. Selwyn commenced by stating 
that the evaporating power of mineral oil was 2} times that of coal. 
The annual consumption of coalin Great Britain was 106,000,000 tons, 
and it increased at the rateof 3,000,000 annually; and, therefore, although there 
need be no apprehension of a proximate termination of the supply, still a wise 
economy was much to bedesired. At present no long voyages could be made by 
steamers, expect with the aid of large subventions from Government, not to speak 
of the inconveniences of coal stowage, the dangers of choked pumps, and other 
risks inseparable from the bulky form of the present steam fuel. The great desi- 
deratum was to find a more portable agent of evaporation, and this was to be 
obtained in mineral oi], which in the form of creosote could be purchased at 14s. 
aton. This disposed of the bugbear of expense. The persons interested in coal 
had raised this alarm of expense, but the fact was that 3,000,000 of gallons of oil 
fit for evaporation had been recently bought at 44d. a gallon and 60,000,000 gal- 
lons annually could be obtained at the same price. The Havre steamers con-

Another seemingly valid objection to the new evaporator was 
the danger from fire, but as a matter of fact coal tar had been carried and used 
in all ships for a quarter of a century, and this threw off a much more combus- 
tible gas than creosote. Besides, creosote could be covered with a film of water, 
which would be a complete protection, the specific gravity of the creosote being 
so much greater than that of water. A red-hot cone or flame would not inflame 
creosote, nor was the latter liable to spontaneous combustion as some coal was, 
Neither would it ignite in a boiling state, except through the capillary action 
ofawick. [The lecturer then made some experiments to show the safety of creo- 
sote. Pieces of lighted paper were placed in contact with the oil, and with a total 
absence of explosive tendency.) Having thus established the cheapness and safety 
of thecreosote, Capt. Selwyn proceeded to consider the best mode of usingit. An 
examination of the various machines iollowed, the lecturer declining to givea 
decided preference to any, but admitting the main advantages of an American 
invention, and pointing out at the same time the peculiar features of what was 
called the “* Aydon system ”’ of creosote evaporation, which had been in use for 
six months, and had evaporated 60 tons of water daily, working a 10-horse engine, 
inaCornish boiler. The paper concluded with an enumeration of the difficulties 
which stood in the way of creosote asan evaporating agent, allof which hecon- 
tended could be easily removed, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Fes, 5.—The metal brokers are, perhaps, at the present time, as 
much as on any former occasion, ignorant of what “an hour may 
bring forth.” Calculation is of no use; foresight is not required; 
for it is impossible, when the pig-iron market opens in the morning, 
to divine whether the “ bulls” —who are the purchasers at noon—may 
not become the sellers before the close of the market. The “ox-born 
souls’ were the buyers at the end of last week, and prices went up; 
this week they became sellers, and prices were so sensitive that they 
immediately receded, but they are again on the upward turn. Sta- 
tionaryness would be the result of the normal condition of the mar- 
ket, but in present circumstances the oscillations cannot well exceed 
a few pence. The shipments of pig-iron by no means justify an ad- 
vance, as they only reached, for the week ending yesterday, 6240 tons, 
against 8550 tons in the corresponding week of last year, which makes 
a decrease in the shipments for the first month of the year of nearly 
4000 tons. The highest quotations during the month were 52s. 9d.; 
the lowest, 51s. 45d.; and the average, 52s. 3d. In Connal’s yard 
there are stored 228,574 tons of pig-iron, against which warrants are 
in circulation for 217,100 tons, being a margin of fully 11,000 tons 
yet to be operated upon, Of the furnaces in blast there are 108, 
against 97 at the same time last year, with a diminished demand, 
To-day the market continues steady at these improved prices, and a 
full average business was done at 52s, 4}d. to 52s. 74d. cash, 52s. 43d, 
to 52s. 8d. a month, closing sellers 52s. 7}d. cash, and 52s, 9d. a 
month, buyers 14d.aton less, Coltness, No. 1,58s.; Gartsherrie and 
Carron, 57s. 6d.; Chapelhall, Calder, and Summerlee, 55s.; Shotts, 
54s, 3d.; all Eglinton brands, 53s, 6d.; No. 1, g.m.b., 52s, 9d.; No. 3, 
51s. 6d. Manufactured Iron is in, perhaps, rather better demand, 
but prices, even under the reduced list, have to be accepted to get 
business. The Coatbridge people, who are at all times under the town 
firms, are accepting as low as 6/, 10s, for lots of 150 tons and upwards, 
but, of course, it is reluctantly, and only to prevent business going 
South. The list price is nominally unchanged, but if the truth were 
told, it would, perhaps, be found that few were holding to fixed rates, 
Ship iron commands fair prices, and there is no lack of orders for 
this description at the advance. The entire plant and machinery of 
the Dundyvan Malleable Ironworks, we regret to state, has had to 
be disposed of piecemeal, after having, on several occasions, been 
offered to public sale as a whole or in lots. The people in the place 
regret this much; but there is no mistake, as the removal has already 
commenced. The iron moulders have been locked out since Feb. 1, 
and employers are advertising for non-Union men ad libitum. It is 
expected the Union will cause the men to hold out till the “meagre 
fiend” drives them in on the masters’ terms, There are between 70 
and 80 foundries in the town and neighbourhood, but only about 20 
of the largest have been locked out until “all workshops shut by the 
Union are opened free of restrictions.” It is supposed that a month 
or six weeks will bring about a settlement of the question: the men, 
in the meantime, are suffering—the Union officials being on full pay. 

Coals continue dull of sale, even when helped by unusual discounts, 
and few purchasers are found for steam shipping at from 5s, 9s. to 
7s. per ton. The shipments are also limited, being only 17,385 tons 
for the week just ended, against 19,750 tons in thesame week of 1867, 
Ironmasters, with their furnaces damped out, are bringing in their 
surplus output, and pressing down prices in the market. Thisis the 
natural result of the colliers employed by the sale coalmasters de- 
manding 6d. per day more than those employed by the ironmasters, 
who are thus enabled to undersell the sale coalmasters in their own 
market. All coals for sale should be paid for at a like rate, and this 
would put the sale and the ironmasters on a fair footing. Miners’ 
wages have been generally reduced throughout the country from 3s, 
to 4s., and considerable discontent prevails amongst the men. 

The shipbuilding on the Clydeisina state of activity, and insome 
yards, which had been idle fer months towards the close of last year, 
uprights are being placed for laying down keels, while in others the 
ribs are beginning to appear. During the month of January last 
3990 tons of steam shipping were launched, and 2834 tons of com- 
posite and iron sailing vessels, which includes a paddle steamer for 
the Furness Railway Company, Barrow, of 100-horse power. We are 
also glad to state that the representative of the old firm of Tod and 
Macgregor has contracted for a screw steamer of great power and 
large tonnage, for the Inman line, of which the late partners were 
considerable shareholders, and in which, perhaps, the present Mr, 
Tod may have an interest. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 


Fes. 6.—The Coal and Coke Trades continue generally much de- 
pressed, and they are, without doubt, gettting worse instead of im- 
proving, as was generally expected they would do soon after the turn 
of the year. It is difficult to account for this, but the depression 
which has so long affected the general trade of the district has at 
length fixed itself upon the coal trade. Of course, the late severe 
weather has had a considerable influence, as a succession of severe 
gales have been experienced, and the movements of shipping consi- 
derably retarded thereby, and also much damage hasbeen done. Dur- 
ing the last few days heavy winds from the west have prevailed, and 
great floods have swept down the Tyne, Wear, and Wansbeck. 

Many of the collieries are working short time; indeed, not many 
are on full time, and stocks are accumulating. The process of lift- 
ing the water at Wallsend goes steadily on, and the second pumping- 
engine is to be started thisday, One pumping-engine has been work- 
ing there some time, and also some engines at Hebburn, and consi- 
derable progress downwards has been made, but that will now be 
more rapid, as a second powerful pumping-engine will have the effect 
of reducing the water very rapidly. With respect to the Iron and 
General Engine and Shipbuilding Trades on the Tyne and Wear, 
they certainly continue extremely dull—almost stagnant, and, gene- 
rally speaking, the prospect is really very bad ; it is, however, confi- 
dently stated that the iron shipbuilding trade will shortly be revived 
with spirit, and, consequently, there is more enquiry for angle-iron, 
plates, kc. But at most of the large ironworks and foundries there 
is extremely little work on hand, and great depression prevails. 

At the Cleveland Iron Trade weekly meeting on Tuesday, there was 
a large attendance of gentlemen from Newcastle and various parts 
of the North of England ; two representatives of the famousfirms of 
French iron manufacturers, Schneider and Creusot, were also present. 
The tone of the market was cheerful, and there were a great many 
enquiries for pig-iron. Shipbuilding was reported to be improving, 
and there were consequently more enquiries for angles and plates. 
There was some improvement in manufactured iron, but the trans- 
actions were not of any great magnitude, Best coke maintained its 
price, but second-class coke was a drug in-the market, Manufac- 
turing coals were low and little in demand, The prices of iron were 
as follows:—No. 1, 46s. 6d.; No. 3, 43s. 6d.; No. 4, 42s, 6d. ; netcash, 
is. per ton extra for bill, There is now in the warrant stores at Mid- 
dlesborough, 71,488 tons, 783 tons of which have been received during 
the last week. It was expected that some further statement would 
have been made respecting Mr. Jones’s process of making steel of 
Cleveland iron, but experiments are in progress, and until they are 
completed, particulars must be withheld, The matter is exciting much 
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interest, and the result will be fully given. Mr. John Gjers, of Mid- 
dlesborough, writing to the “Iron Trade Review,” says— 

“The statement has gone farand wide that a great discovery has been made, 
and that steel rails can be made out of Cleveland pig-iron for 91. a ton. I beg 
to submit that the first view is somewhat erroneous, and the latter statement is 
rather premature. Puddled steel has been made years ago in this district, and 
wherever puddled steel can be made it ean also be melted into cist-steel, of a 
quality and at a price, as indeed has been done for some months past. Now, 
what I want to point out Is this, that it Is not the fact of being able to make 
cast-steel that it will make it a matter of importance to this district, but of 
making it at a price that will compete successfully with Bessemer steel ; and he 
alone who can ake cast-steel from Cleveland pig by the cheapest process will 
be the discoverer, and confer the lasting benefit on the district. [ beg to inform 
you that Iam also in the field with that object, with a patent older than Mr. 
Jones’s, and backed up by the powerful aid of the partners in the Linthorpe 
Ironworks, I will take my chance of being the successful competitor for the 
lowest price cast-steel rails of a suitable quality.” M 

Mr. B, Samuelson, M.P., has purchased thesole right to manufacture 
steel under M. M. Martin’s process, and is now commencing steel- 
works at his works at Middlesborough. 

At the Consett Iron Company (Limited) meeting, held in Newcastle 
on Saturday, an interim dividend at the rate of 7} per cent. per 
annum was declared, 

The operation of sinking the staples, &c., at Silksworth New Col- 
liery, Seaham Harbour, was commenced in earnest, under the ma- 
nagement of Mr. W. Coulson, of Durham, on Monday, The ceremony 
of cutting was strictly private, being performed in the presence of Mr. 
W. Dakers and other officials, of Seaton Colliery. Mr. John Robin- 
son, late of 'ramwellgate Moor, is the engineer of the new winning, 





At the Northern Mining Institute meeting, on Saturday, there was 
n good attendance of members, the chair being occupied by the Pre- 
sident, Mr. T. E. Forster. Nine new members and two graduates 
were elected, and the President announced that the number of mem- 
bers is rapidly increasing, and will soon reach in the gross 500, 

Mr. Daglish’s paper on a new kind of water-gauge was partly dis- 
cussed, the writer referring to a self-registering water-gauge, which 
has been in use some time at the Haswell Colliery. He also said that 
he had ordered several gauges of an improved kind, which he will 
submit to the Institute. 

A paper was also read by Mr. P. Cooper, manager of the Holmes 
Colliery, ‘Onan Outburst, or Sudden Issue of Fire-damp at Strafford 
Main Colliery, Barnsley, Yorkshire, Oct. 1, 1867.” The paper isone 
of a very interesting and exhaustive character ; it gives amost minute 
and particular account of one of the most remarkable outbursts of 
this dangerous gas yet placed on record, and as the nature and pecu- 
liar features of the discharge are very minutely given, and also a 
full account of the coal seam and the accompanying strata, the pecu- 
liar mode of working pursued, and also suggestions as to the safety 
of different modes of working, some idea may be formed as to the 
value of the paper, As the questions mooted in this paper are of 
the greatest importance in connection with the working of coal safely 
and advantageously, a good and most interesting discussion may be 
expected to occur upon it at future meetings. 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 

FEB, 6.—It is, perhaps, safe to say that there is a rather more 
general expectation of improvement in the demand for iron than 
there was, Some are of opinion that there isa slight increase in the 
orders actually in hand, and in North Staffordshire this is, no doubt, 
correct, but it is doubtful whether it can be affirmed in any degree 
of the works of the southern district, where no change has yet been 
made in wages, As yet no decision is announced on this important 
point, and South Staffordshire is suffering from this, added to other 
permanent disadvantages, in the keen contest of competition for 
orders, It is stated that the reduced rates for making rails are being 
necepted, 

The Institution of Mechanical Engineers held their twenty-first 
anniversary meeting at the Midland Institute, in Birmingham, on 
Thursday last, Mr. Sampson Lloyd, Vice-President, in the chair. The 
annual report showed that there had been a considerable accession 
of members, Mr. J. Penn was elected President for the ensuing year, 

The first paper read was * On the Transinission of Power by Water 
Pressure, with the application to Railway Goods Stations, Forge and 
Foundry Cranes, snd Blast-lurnace Hoists,” by Sir William G, Arm- 
strong, The paper described the application of water pressure as a 
carricr Of motion in the place of shafts, pointing out its many ad- 
vantages where the area over which the power was to be distributed 
was extensive. The writer stated :— 

“The high-pressure required is obtained by means of the * accumulator,” con- 
sisting of a large vertical cylinder, fitted witha plunger, from which is suspended 
a loaded weight case, to give pressure to the water pumped in by the engine. 
The accumulator is thus a reservoir, giving pressure by load instead of by eleva- 
tion, the load generally used upon the plunger being such as to produce a pres- 
sure of 700 Tbs. per square inch ; and from the cylinder of the accumulator the 
water ls conveyed by a pipe to the various places where motive-power ts required. 
The water, therefore, acts as a carrier of power, taking the place of shafting ; 
and it possesses a great superiority toshafting in the cases of working machines 
which are seattercd over a wide area, and intermittent in their action, and also 
where the quantity of power to be transmitted is subject to great and abrupt 
variations, Water-pressure also possesses the advantage of communicating to 
machinery a much more controllableand adjustable motion than shafting, while 
the absence of clasticity in water gives great steadiness and precisidn to the 
movements of machines actuated by water-pressure ; but, on the other hand, ex- 
pansion being Impracticable, the quantity of water expended fs not proportionate 
to the load, but remains the same, whatever may be the resistance overcome. 
To obviate shocks in machinery worked by water-pressure, owing to the non- 
elastic character of water, the machines generally require the introduction of 
* relief valves,’ consisting of small clacks, opening against the pressure in the 
supply pipes, and yidelding to any back pressure on the pistons that exceeds the 
accumulator pressure.”’ 

A number of cases were referred to in which this mode of trans- 
mitting power is used on a large scale, 

Mr, Charles IT, Porter, of Manchester, read a paper “ On the Allen 
Engine and Governor,” the object of which, it was explained, is to 
obtain “the greatest economy in expansive working, by having the 
full boiler pressure in the cylinder at the commencement of the 
stroke, with a sharp cut-off, avoiding the reduction of the steam 
pressure by wire drawing.” It was stated that the engine admits of 
being worked regularly at the unusually high speed of 600 to 800 ft. 
per minute speed of piston, and maintains complete steadiness of 
work at this high speed, 

The annual meeting is to be held during the summer at Leeds, during 
the Art Exhibition preparing for in that town, 

The Wolverhampton Chamber of Commerce annual meeting was 
held on Wednesday, Mr, W. Walker, hardware merchant, presiding. 
The report reviewed in an elaborate manner the causes of the pre- 
sent depression of the trade, which it may safely be said has not been 
equalled during the last 20 years. No one excuse for the existing 
state of things was selected, the evil being ascribed to the simul- 
taneous operations of many hostile influences, The great waste of 
money in the American war hardly seems to occupy a sufficient place 
in estimating these hostile influences, With regard to the Factories 
Acts, the!Chamber reiterates the complaint, unquestionably just, that 
the new legislation meddles least with the small shops, where regu- 
lation and restriction are most called for. The question, however, is 
how can exact regulations as to hours of employment and attendance 
at school be enforced in the minor employments? As yet the Work- 
shops Regulation Act may be pronounced to be a dead letter. On 
the whole, the report is favourable to the general principle of the 
Factory Acts. . 

A proposal wasmade from a Trades’ Council in the town represent- 
ing workmen, for the Chamber to appoint members, who should 
meet a certain number of workmen, and form a sort of board of ar- 
bitration in disputes between employer and employed, and to discuss 
matters of mutual interest. The Council did not think very favourably 
of such a tribunal as a means of dealing with disputes about wages. 
They objected to members of the Council being appoiuted only by 
Union men, and thought that whilst “the existence of a permanent 
committee of masters and men has, been very useful in particular 
trades, it seemed very questionable whether the same benefits would 
arise when the arbitrators belong to different trades.” They, there- 
fore, declined to act on the application of the Trades’ Council, but 
left the question for the Chamber, and it was referred to the Council 
for reconsideration. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of the proceedings consisted of the 
remarks of the President on bankruptcy reform. Urging, first, that the 
realisation and distribution of the estate&® should be kept separate from 
the question of the bankrupt’s conduct, he made the following propo- 
sition with regard to the latter point :—He wouldlet the bankrupt who 


wished for release from his debts appeal to a court with a judge and 
jury, and there show that peculiar circumstances entitled him to the 
relief sought. Thus the bankrupt must show positive reason for the 
granting of a certificate, by explaining the cause of his failure, and 
showing that he acted with prudence, and due regard to the interests 
of his creditors; and in case his conduct showed reckless disregard 
of his obligations, he would have him sent to jail, and treated as any 
other rogue. The two chief points in the proposal are, first, the jury, 
and, second, throwing the onus of proof on the bankrupt. This last 
is most important in applying for a certificate of release, but if posi- 
tive punishment were intended, no doubt actual charges must be 
made and proved, 

The Mining Journal was the first to publish the papers read at the 
annual meeting of the Mine Agents’ Association of South Stafford- 
shire and East Worcestershire. All are interesting, but one by Mr. 
W, Blakemore, of New Cross, Wolverhampton, is worthy of special 
commendation. Itdeals with “ Shaft Accidents, and How to Prevent 
Them,” and its spirit is admirable. Take the following passage :— 

“T think every mineagent should bestir himself, and bring all the mechanical 
ingenuity and engineering skill that he possesses to bear on this very important 
part of his duty, for it is to be feared that when we have made the most reason- 
able allowance for the average run of accidents, the imperfections of human 
agency, and the defects of human plans, that much more might have been done 
in South Staffordshire to accomplish this object than has been done,’’ 

This spirit spread widely amongst those who superintend mines, 
its being made a matter of professional pride to reduce accidents to 
a minimum, would form the best and the most permanent means of 
reducing the loss of life in coal mines. The agents command those 
under them, and advise the employers, and by unity they may set up 
customs of precaution which will make deaths from accident in 
mines far rarer. Whether Government Inspectors will ever become 
unnecessary or not, the creation of the sentiment which animates 
this proposal amongst mine agents would be the first step to render 
their supervision needless, 

At the Burslem Police Court, on Tuesday, a miner was fined 10s., 
and costs, for smoking in the pit at Talke, where the dreadful acci- 
dentoccurred in 1866, The use of locked lamps was strictly enforced, 
yet this man must light his pipe. On the same day a chartermaster 
who had employed his son to examine the state of the ventilation of 
the mine, without the consent of the manager or underlooker, was 
fined 5s., and costs. The person sent to examine, went further than 
he should with a naked light, and a slight explosion occurred. 

Mr. William Crewe, a mine agent, residing near Deepfields, was 
walking home by the canal side from Tipton, on Jan. 28, when he fell 
into a lock in the darkness, and was drowned, leaving a widow and 
five children. On Monday morning last no less than 300 persons 
(Irishmen), with their wives and children, left Wednesbury for Liver- 
pool, en route] to Brazil, to which country a Roman Catholic Irish 
emigration is being organised. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Fes. 6.—No material change has taken place in the Iron Trade of 
the district since last report, dulness still characterising every branch 
of the business, and at some of the leading establishments a number 
of hands have been discharged, it being said the trade has not been 
in a worse position during the past twenty years than it is at the pre- 
sent time. Makers, however, confidently believe that business will 
shortly improve, and this has caused a somewhat less unsatisfactory 
tone to pervade during the past few days. On home account, the ac- 
tivity which has been kept up in the demand for railway shares at 
increased prices inspires hopes in makers’ minds of a speedy giving 
out of the delayed orders, and since last report enquiries have some- 
what increased. An impression prevails, among those competent of 
forming an opinion, that the worst is over as to railways, and that 
hereafter confidence will increase in them, notwithstanding the va- 
rious questions pending at the present time. It is to be hoped these 
expectations will be realised, and then there will undoubtedly be some 
large orders given out by the leading companies. From the Conti- 
nent enquiries have increased, and there is a probability of a consi- 
derable increase taking place in the demand for carrying out the pro- 
posed railway schemes. Lails have been shipped to New York, New 
Orleans, and Mobile, and there are a feworders from the United States 
remaining on the books, and large orders are expected by the makers 
of this district for the relaying some hundreds of railway mileage in 
that country, which is now badly required. For pig-iron there is an 
increased demand, but prices are unsettled. For tin-plates orders are 
given out more freely, and the advices from America are such as lead 
to the belief of an improvement taking place in the demand ; prices 
are firmer than they have been for some time past. 

Steam Coal proprietors are tolerably well off for orders, but ship- 
ing operations have been somewhat retarded, owing to the tempestu- 
ous weather which prevailed for so many days. It was stated in a 
previous report in the Mining Journal that the demand from the 
mail packet stations was likely to increase, and that anticipation has 
now been realised, the enquiries having considerably increased during 
the past few days. There is a scarcity of ships of large tonnage, 
consequently shipments to the East are not so speedy as could be de- 
sired. France has also increased her purchases, and there is every 
probability of her continuing one of the best customers to this dis- 
trict. For house qualities the demand hasnot increased, and dulness 
still characterises this branch of the business, Prices continue low, 
and there is no prospect of an improvement. 

At the conference held at Newport last week, it was generally be- 
lieved that the colliers would accept the proposed reduction of 3d. per 
ton, but on Monday all the house colliers refused to go in, and since 
that time operations have been at a stand still. At Abercarne, the 
steam colliers are on strike, and it is feared a breach of the peace 
will take place, but in order to guard against that, several con- 
stables have arrived from Tredegar, and they are now engaged in 
watching the men and their property, to see no malicious injury is 
done. In the Glamorganshire district, all the colliers have returned 
to work after two or three days absence. It is generally believed 
that the men will come to an amicable arrangement with the masters 
before the end of the week, and that the direful effects of a strike 
will be avoided. 

Since the announcement made by the Ebbw Vale Company, that 
the call due in the course of the present month will not be required, 
shares have become much firmer. 

The new tinworks about to be erected at Aberdare will be com- 
menced forthwith, the contract having been given to Mr, D. Williams, 
of Treconmor. 

The men connected with the Coedcae riots, who were unsuccessful 
in their appeal at the Court of Queen’s Bench against the decision 
of the magistrates at Pontypridd, were committed to Cardiff Jail, on 
Tuesday: they were 16 in number, 

John Evans, a middle-aged man, was charged before the Ponty- 
pridd magistrates with unlawfully smoking in the Ferndale Colliery, 
The prisoner was caught in the act of lighting his pipe, for the pur- 
pose of smoking, by sucking the flame through the gauze of the lamp. 
Their worships censured the prisoner in very strong terms, and said 
that such an action, in the face of such a catastrophe as that which 
had so recently happened in the colliery, showed a very dogged sort 
of obstinacy on his part to have endangered so many lives in sucha 
manner. It was quite unpardonable, and the law empowered them 
to send him to prison for three months, but they were not disposed 
to go that length. They committed the prisoner to Cardiff Jail for 
two calender months, with hard labour. The prisoner requested to 

be allowed to pay a fine, but the bench would not entertain it. 

The whole of the collieries belonging to the Dynevor Coal Com- 
pany have been purchased by Messrs. Evans and Bevan. 

Respecting the Cornish minersemployed in Wales, [have had a letter, 
written by Mr. J. Lean, forwarded to me, in which he states that— 

** Being at the office of Messrs. David Davies and Sons, coal and iron mines 
proprietors, Cardiff. | asked how they liked the Cornishmen? Reply— Very 
well; their behaviour generally is good—a great many of them very religious— 
and they work well, but seem to prefer working on the hard ground in the iron 
mines to being employed in those of coal. Their conduct generally has been 
good. There were a few who did not behave very well. Seeing that they did 
not like very well to work with the Welsh in the coal mines, we put them to open 
a new one for themselves, to be exclusively for the Cornish, giving them 1l, each 
in advance: but they at once absconded, and we have seen no more of them.’ 
I said that this was the first time I had heard of such conduct of Cornish miners, 
and asked if they knew their names? ‘No,’ was the reply, ‘we do not know 








their names, but they were recommended by a Capt. Rich.’ I said, ‘Capt. Rich 
resides in the eastern part of the country; I do not know him personally, but

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


FEB, 6.—There is no improvement to notice in the state of the Iroy 
Trade of the northern part of Derbyshire, which remains in the sam, 
quiet state that has characterised it for some considerable time past, 
In Coal there is a moderately good business being done, and frop 
Clay Cross a heavy tonnage continues to be sent to London, the q 
tity forwarded there for January being no less than 25,700 tons>q@, 
the Burton-on-Trent district there is more than ordinary commotidy 
owing to the men who are out attacking those who are in work in thy 
most ferocious manner. At nearly all the collieries there is a fy) 
complement of hands, and in some instances stacking has been re, 
sorted to, and short time adopted. It is now evident that the Unio, 
principle, for which there has beenso much hard fighting, is played out, 
and those who are at present in receipt of pay from association fund 
must remain so for an indefinite period, orturnto work and look foritiy 
other districts. During the past week at Gresley and Swadlincot: 
intimidation has been carried out on a large scale, and several mey 
have been much ill used. A miner, named Lea, a fortnight since wa 
attacked by a number of Unionists, armed with sticks, and very ge. 
verely beaten ; whilst a boy, named Clamp, met with similar treat. 
ment. The Church Gresley Colliery Company and the local associ. 
ation for the prosecution of felons, have offered a reward of 20 guinea; 
for the apprehension and conviction of the persons who assaulted 
Lea; whilst Messrs. Halland Boardman, colliery owners, have offered, 
rewardof 10 guineas forthe apprehension and conviction of the person 
who smashed in the windows of a collier named Smith. Extra police 
constables have been introduced into the district, and a number oj 
special constables sworn in, for the purpose of protecting the work. 
men, and putting an end to the reign of disorder which has laste! 
for some time. 

There is nothing at all cheering with regard to the Sheffield trade; 
nearly all of which are very quiet. The ironworks in the neighbour 
hood are also far from active, the orders coming to hand being very 
limited in extent. The furnaces continue in blast, but a good deal oj 
what is made goes into stock. Inthe Elsecar and Milton districts 
everything is as flat as it can be, and a great deal of want and pri: 
vation continue to exist amongst the ironworkers, There is rather 
more doing in Bessemer steel, and the men at Penistone are rather 
better employed than they have been. The demand for both hard 
and household coal in the South Yorkshire district is very far from 
active, and has scarcely ever been worse, considering the early part 
of the year. There is by no means so much doing to London and the 
dep6ts to the South, and the same may be said with regard to the 
export trade from Grimsby and other ports. To Lancashire, by the 
Manchester, Sheftield, and Lincolnshire Railway, there is a mode. 
rate business being done in engine fuel and slack, but there is very 
little doing in other qualities. In coke there is no alteration, the 
quantity made being equal to the consumption. 

Rather more progress is being made in clearing the Oaks Colliery, 
and the men are working in the dips. There are still complaints by 
the workmen, and disagreements are not at all unfrequent, if the 
men are to be believed. This, of course, is denied by the engineers, 
who wish the public to believe everything so far has been most har. 
monious. But such has not been the case, for only very recently one 
of the best men was suspended, and another, the son of the deputy 
Barker (who was killed by the explosion), and who was thoroughly 
conversant with all parts of the workings, left, after working for s 
week only. These things speak for themselves, notwithstanding any 
assertions to the contrary. 

The first selected test armour-plate for the turretted iron-clad Cer. 
berus, building for the colony of Victoria, under the superintendence 
of the Admiralty, at Jarrow, passed through its trial at Portsmouth 
most successfully, on board the target-ship Thunderer, under the su- 
perintendence of Captain A. W. Hood, C.B., of Her Majesty’s ship 
Excellent. The plate was manufactured by Messrs. Chas. Cammell 
and Co. (Limited), of the Cyclops Steel and Iron Works, Sheffield. 
It was 14 ft. in length, 3 ft. 9 in. in breadth, and 8 in. in thickness, 

Eighteen shots in all were fired at it in two clusters, nine shots being 
planted in one cluster, with edges of indents overlapping at each end, 
The plate proved of very superior quality in metal and manufacture. 





NORTHAMPTONSHIRE.—Notwithstanding the very depressed state 
of the Iron Trade in nearly all parts of the kingdom, there is stills 
very fair business being done at the ironworks, whilst there is no per- 
ceptible decline inthe quantity of ironstone exported from the dis 
trict, and which is found to be much superior in quality to what has 
been generally supposed. The notice given some time since in the 
Journal has directed attention to the district, and the local papers 
have since taken the matter up by quoting the articles given, as well 
as giving expression to the opinions of the producers. Some of the 
latter, of course, extol their own at the expense of their neighbours’ 
goods, and hold up their own peculiar facilities in the same way. 
That but little has been known generally of the vast field in the 
North to the great body of the trade until somewhat recently is true, 
but the demand now promises to be large, and for other districts than 
it has hitherto found its way. Several new fields are being opened 
out, and as the subject is one of no small importance, we propos? 
shortly to again visit the district and extend our researches into most 
parts of it, not only with a view to make them more generally knows, 
but for our own information. 








THE PROPOSED STREET RAILWAYS.—Under the title of “A Fey 
Remarks on the Proposed Street Railways,” a writer who signs him” 
self “A Ratepayer and Large Property Holder in the Metropolis’ 
has just issued a pamphlet (through Messrs. WATERLOW and SON) 
declaring their introduction to be impracticable, yet without denying that they 
would be a great boon to the public generally. The writer has fallen into many 
errors, which the perusal of the article in last week’s Mining Journal would 
have enabled him to avoid ; he would have learned that by the adoption of the 
rails and wheels described in the article referred to—those of Mr. Z. Eastman, 
the United States Consul at Bristol—it will be unnecessary to ask for the exclu- 
sive use of the rails, or for the imposition of any penalties for those attempting 
to obstruct the passage of the cars, because the Kastman wheels can run on the 
common road as freely (though, of course, only by the application of more power 
than is requisite on the rails) as carriages with common wheels can run on the 
rails. All the requirements of the new Metropolitan Streets Act could be 48 
fully complied with as at present if Mr. Eastman’s rails were laid in every street, 
and it is probable, moreover, that few will derive greater benefit from the pro- 
posed alteration than the owners of the omnibuses and other conveyances at 
present in use, since, for a few shillings, they could adapt their wheels to the 
gauge of the Eastman tramway, and secure themselves all the advantage of di- 
minished wear and tear for their vehicles, and diminished labour for their horses. 
Any application which seeks to obtain the exclusive use of the rail should be 
strenuously opposed, but there can be no question that we could have all the
